Spondent of The Times says the attitude | 


of a section of the New York press in re- 
gard to the threatened conflict between 
Germany and Venezuela is not taken 
Very seriously in Berlin, as it is under- 
stood that the United States Governmpnt 
long ago received satisfactory assurances 
from Ambassador von Holleben. It is 
declared that Germany has not the 
slightest intention of annexing Venezue- 
lan territory, but is only anxious to ob- 
tain satisfaction of the claims of Ger- 
man creditors, the justice of which has 
e@lready, in some cases, been recognized 
by the Venezuelan Government. 

The National Zeitung says it is to the 
interest of all European States that other 
South American Republics should be 
convinced by the action of Germany that 
thoroughly unimpeachable claims cannot 
be set aside because of reliance on the 
Monroe doctrine. It declares that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s message to Congress 
gave clear and distinct expression to his 
views on this point. 

In addition to the four ships which 
Germany has dispatched to Venezuela, 
the cruiser Gazelle has just received or- 
ders to proceed thither. She is now at 
Kiel. 

It is semi-officially stated that Ger- 
many is not on the verge of breaking off 
diplomatic relations with Venezuela. 
Nothing is known in authentic quarters 
of an alleged dispute between Herr von 
Pilgrim, the German Chargé d’Affaires 
at Caracas, and President Castro, or of 
the departure of Herr von Pilgrim from 
his post. 

The railway in regard to which the 
wontroversy is chiefly concerned, was 
built by the Berliner Disconto Gesell- 
echaft, which received a kilometric guar- 
antee from Venezuela. The guarantee 
was subsequently capitalized in the form 
of a loan of 60,000,000f. Seven million 
francs of this went to London to satisfy 
Various claims, and the remainder was 
kept in Berlin. It is not known how 
much of this the gesellschaft owns. , 

The German shareholders of the rail- 
road heve received nothing since July, 
1898, and there are outstanding claims of 
German subjects for damages in former 
revolutions. 

It is declared that France has made 
similar demands on behalf of French 
gubjects. 

The rumors of warlike feeling in Wash- 
ington, says the correspondent, are de- 
scribed in “competent American quar- 
ters’ as pure canards.

LONDON, Dec. 31.—A dispatch to the 
Central News from Berlin says: 

“It is believed here to be certain that an 
ultimatum will be issued within three days, 
and that an attack on Venezuela will follow 
directly after. In addition to the Vineta, 
the Falke, two training ships, and the 
cruiser Geier have been ordered to La 
Guayra. 

‘“*In the meanwhile, I am ofticialy as- 
sured that the German Chargé d’Affaires 
has not left Caracas, and that diplomatic 
relations have not yet been broken off. The 
pourparlers continue. 

‘An agreement has been reached between 
Germany and the United States in regard 
to oe. German course of action in Vene- 
zuela.”’ 


MAY HAVE TO LEAVE VENEZUELA. 
Manager of the German Railway Will 
Probably Be Expelled. 


CARACAS, Dec. 30.—The Government has 
sent a request to Berlin that Herr: Knoop, 
manager of the German Railway, be dis- 
charged. 

The Official Gazette to-day contains a res- 
olution of the Government setting forth 


that Herr Knoop is unfit any longer to 
deal with the Government, as he is an 
accomplice in the present revolution, and 
must be discharged. The resolution fur- 
ther says Herr Knoop will probably be ex- 
pelled from Yensuuela.

LONDON, Dec. 31.—The Constantino- 
ple correspondent of The Times says one 
torm of activity on the part of the Mace- 
donian Committee consists in persecuting 
the Greeks in order to compel them to 
forsake the Patriarchate and submit to 
the Bulgarian Exarchate. This persecu- 
tion has recently become unendurably 
cruel, and the orthodox Bishops in Ma- 
cedonia apprehend reprisals and interne- 
cine warfare between the Macedonian 
Greeks and Bulgarians. 

The Patriarch Joachim has warned the 
Turkish Grand Vizier of the danger im- 
pending, and has solicited Russian help 
to restrain the Bulgarians. He does not, 
however, hope for relief in that way. 


POLES EXPELLED FROM 
UNIVERSITY OF BERLIN. 


Several Who Took Part in Recent Dem- 
onstration Punished—One, a Rus- 
sian, Must Leave Germany.

LONDON, Dec. 31.—The Senate of the 
University of Berlin, says the corre- 
spondent of The Times in the German 
capital, has punished’ several students 
concerned in the recent demonstration 

against Prof. Schiemann. 

Two Poles have been expelled from the 
University, two others have suffered dis- 
ciplinary arrest, and a fifth, from Rus- 
sian Poland, has been expelled from Ger- 
many as a “troublesome foreigner.” 

The Vienna correspondent of The 
Times says it has been manifest for some 
time that Russia is determined to con- 
ciliate her Poles and to win their confi- 
dence and sympathy by lenient and just 
treatment. 


The demonstration at the University of 
Berlin alluded to in the foregoing took 
place on Dec. 14. Prof. Schiemann is giving 
a course of lectures at the university on 
“The Polish Question of the Nineteenth 
Century,’ and on Dec. 14 his subject was 
the Polish revolution of 1850. ’ 

Before the lecture began a large number 
of Polish students marched into the lecture 
room and filled the first five benches. The 
Germans greeted the lecturer with ap- 
plause, but the Poles, who were abetted by 
a number of women _ students, hissed, 
whistled, and shouted him down. The dem- 
onstration and counter-demonstration last- 
ed a considerable time. 

The Germans cried “ Silence! Out with 
the Polaks!’ and *‘ A scandal for a German 
university! ’’ A Pole replied with the cry 


“ Brood of a dog!’"’ The German students, 


who numbered about 200, seemed about to 
expel the Poles from the auditorium, but 
on the appearance of a university official 
the demonstrators departed. 

The cause of the demonstration is said to 
have been an assertion of Prof. Schie- 
mann’s that during the Polish movement 
thirty years ago there was an “ infamous” 
association of conspirators who pledged 
themselves on oath to commit political mur- 
ders. 


SMALLPOX SPREADING IN LONDON.

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‘BISHOP POTTER ARGUES | 


WITH DR. RAINSFORD 


They Differ on the Question of Sun- 
day Closing of Saloons. 


Is Purely Academic at Present, Says the 
Bishop at Church Club—Not So, 
Replies the Rector. 


Bishop Potter and the Rev. Dr. W. S&S. 
Rainsford were the principal speakers at 


the monthly meeting of the Church Club | 


last evening in its rooms, 578 Fifth Avenue. 
The special topic of the evening was “ The 
Excise Law and Sunday Closing,”’ and be- 
fore the discussion came to an end it dis- 
closed a wide diversity of opinion between 
Bishop Potter and Dr. Rainsford and other 
speakers, not only as to what ought to be 
done about opening saloons on Sunday in 
this city, but as to the existing political 
situation in regard to the matter and the 
power and the intentions of Mayor-elect 
Low. .There was a large gathering of mem- 


bers of the club, and they cut short the dis- 
cussion of club matters to listen to the 
speaking when Bishop Potter entered with 
Dr. Rainsford. 

Bishop Potter stated at the outset that 
he could not see the practical value of such 
a discussion at the present time. 

“The question of Sunday opening has 
practically been taken out of the realm of 
immediate interest,’ said he, ‘for we are 
told by the powers that be that there is not 
the remotest prospect of any legislation 
either in regard to the excise law or to 
Sunday closing. Thus the question we are 
asked to discuss is purely academic.” 

At this point the Bishop was interrupted 
by Dr. Rainsford, who said: 

“Tf do not think that it is quite settled.’’ 

“Oh, yes, it is,’’ said Bishop Potter. 
“The Governor has changed his ground— 
that is, he is satisfied that the country 
vote in the Legislature will be strong 
enough to extinguish any expression of 
opinion by the representatives of New York 
City. I apprehend they are very confident 
of that.” 

“T do not quite understand it in 
way,’ commented Dr. Rainsford. 

“It has been agreed by the powers that 
be,’’ continued Bishop Potter, ‘‘ that there 
is to be no legislation on the Sunday clos- 
ing law.” 

Bishop Potter then went on to describe 
the law as it exists at present, saying it 
recognized drunkenness as a mitigation of 
crime, and that this attitude of the law 
was false and vicious. 

“That was the first blunder that was 
made,’’ said Bishop Potter. ‘ The next was 
in the matter of vicious sentiment. John Lb. 
Gough always pictured the drunkard as a 
victim, who was not a criminal in getting 
drunk because he was practically a martyr. 
That is just as false a sentiment as th 
other is a false lie, and the whole theor 
of Mr. Gough’s teaching was false and 
wrong.”’ 

Bishop Potter next took up prohibtion, 
saying: 

“Wherever it has triumphed it has edu- 
eated a race of frauds and hypocrites. In 
Maine, New Hampshire, and Vermont to- 
day by actual statistics the consumption 
of certain preparations is larger than any- 
where else in the country. One of these is 
a sarsaparilla which has 17 per cent, of 
alcohol, another is a compound with 27 
per cent. of alcohol, another ig a bitters 
with 61 per cent. of alcohol. A good claret 
has 10 per cent. of alcohol, and great mul- 
titudes of people who are sworn prohibi- 
tionists are the consumers of these things. 

‘Besides that, everybody who knows 
anything about the administration of the 
law knows that it is a grotesque farce. It 
has been a huge failure in the City of New 
York. We are going to persist in this pol- 
icy, to screw up all the front doors on 
Sunday and open the back door; we are 
going to nurse a race of hypocrites, to fur- 
nish an opportunity to the police to e.cacta 
bonus and to close the door to the manly 
and Christian method of dealing with in- 
temperance. Prohibition is an impudent 
fraud and an impudent failure. Education, 
elevation, transformation are notes which 
the Church should learn to strike.’’ 

Bishop Potter then described a system 
being tried in England which he said might 
be a good thing to introduce in New York, 
whereby the evil of the saloon might be 
diminished and the consumption of spirits 
decreased. 

**T don’t think,’’ said Dr. Rainsford, who 
was the next speaker, “ that I am quite pre- 
pared to say that this subject is academic. 
I don’t think that we quite know what they 
are going to do. I did not know what was 
going on a few days ago, but I do not know 
now. But if the day of reform is not to-day 
it certainly will be to-morrow. To begin 
with, you people very rarely go into saloons, 

t would be better if you did—the saloon is 
an excellent place to study human nature. 
The first thing that you would learn is that 
the saloon is a most extraordinary institu- 
tion and that it has come to stay. It is not 
an evil place or a place for evil men. It 
fills a positive need in a homeless or a 
city of half-homed people.”’ 

Dr. Rainsford then went on to describe 
the number of people in New York who 
are without a home—men out of work, sin- 
gle men, strangers, and others—and said 
that a vast number of New Yorkers were 
temporarily homeless for brief periods. To 
all such he said the saloon was a sort of 
elub, while others resorted to it to meet 
their friends, some in order to sit down 
and read a newspaper, and others merely 
because of the light and warmth. He said 
there were only 100 homes built in New 
York last year, and those for rich people, 
and that the typical New Yorker lived in a 
crowded tenement. 

The situation so far as saloons were con- 
cerned was entirely different in the Bronx, 
in Richmond, and in the outskirts of Brook- 
lyn. There, said he, prohibition might be 
desirable, but in the Borough of Manhat- 
tan, especially in its crowded quarters, no 
attempt should be made to suppress the sa- 
loon. A system of local option in districts 
— the one that best commended itself to 

im. 

**Do not be afraid,’’ continued Dr. Rains- 
ford, ‘‘ that the American Sunday is going 
down. The American workingmen will not 
let it. Would to God we could get our fash- 
ionable people in New York to keep the 
Sabbath Day as well as the workingman 
keeps it. What he wants is to go his own 
way and to do it in a manly, law-abiding 
manner, 

“The trouble is the reformers want to 
make the people right by law. Then they 
leave the law to carry out itself. On the 
Committee of Fifty. 1 wish you could have 
heard the reports of the women, represent- 
ing the Woman's Christian Temperance 
Union, all good women, but doing the devil's 
work. It was appalling. The saloons are 
not going to close. Mr. Low cannot close 
them after what he said before the people. 
He cannot do it.” 

Robert Graham followed Dr. Rainsford 
and expressed his astonishment that in pro- 
posing to discuss the Sunday closing ques- 
tion the club had only invited people who 
represented one side of the question. First 
he begged to differ from Bishop Potter in 
regard to John B. Gough, who, he satd, 
had done_a great and noble work during 
his life. Next he wished to denounce any 
remarks in laudation of the saloon. “ At 
the door of the saloon family life ends," 
said Mr. Graham, ‘‘and that is a blow at 
the soctal life of America.”’ 

The Chairman of the meeting finally in- 
formed the speaker that he was a member 
of the club, whereas Dr. Rainsford was a 
guest, and Mr. Graham thereupon apolo- 
gized for any expressions he had _ used 
which might have given offense.

ONE VIRGINIA MAN 
SHOOTS DOWN ANOTHER. 


City Engineer E. A. Marye of Newport 
News Fatally Wounded by C. Aylett 
Ashby, Whose Sister-in-Law 
Had Rejected Him.

NEWPORT NEWS, Va., Dec. 30.—C. Ay- 
lett Ashby, one of the most prominent 
young attorneys in this city, shot and fatal- 
ly wounded City Engineer E. A. Marye, son 
of State Auditor Morton Marye, this after- 


noon. Marye lies in the hospital with a 
32-calibre bullet imbedded in his back. The 
ball entered the stomach just below “the 
breastbone, tearing entirely through the 
liver along its longest diameter. There is 
not one chance in a hundred of recovery, 
the physicians say. 

Ashby was bailed to-night for $20,000 by 
Judge Blackstone, and those who went on 
the bond are D. 8S. Jones, J. E. B. Stuart, 
R. M. Lett, C. B. Nelms, C. D. West, 8. J. 
Harwood, S. W. Holt, B. R. Gary, and D. 
G. Smith. Many more offered to give se- 
curity. 

Marye had been a suitor of Miss Mary 
Garnett, sister-in-law of Ashby. His suit 
was rejected, and he was denied admission 
to the house last Summer. On Sept. 27 he 
sent Miss Garnett’'s brother, A, L. Garnett, 
a challenge to fight a duel. It was not ac- 
cepted. About ten days ago he had a fight 
with another brother, William. This after- 
noon, shortly after 4 o'clock, he went to 
the house and rang the bell. Getting no 
response, he began throwing brickbats, 
flowerpots, and shells into the parlor, 
breaking four windows and transoms. 

Mrs. Ashby telephoned to her husband, 
telling him the circumstances and asking 
him to come up and protect her. Ashby 
left his office, borrowed a revolver, and 
started home. He met Marye coming down 
the street under arrest, Officer Woodward 
having him in charge. 

Ashby fired four shots. The first struck 
the officer over the heart, glancing from a 
button and making a slight wound. An- 
other shot struck Marye in the abdomen. 
He staggered and walked across the street 
“to a drug store, where several doctors 
gathered around him. Later he was re- 
moved to the hospital, where an operation 
was performed. As he lay in the drug store 
he called Ashby over to him and shook 
bands with him, repeatedly saying that he 
did not blame him. 

The Marye family retained a lawyer to 
state that they did not blame Ashby. This 
statement was made in court, when the 
bond was arranged. While Marye was in 
the hospital he sent for Ashby to assure 
him again that he did not harbor any ill- 
feeling toward him, but the Chief of Police 
would not take the prisoner to the hospital. 

Marye had been very much wrought up 
over the recent fight and the attacks made 
on him by a newspaper. He had hardly 
slept for two weeks and had been drinking 
to-day. He made up his mind to horsewhip 
the editor of the paper and bought a whip. 

His brother took his revolver away, and, 
after promising to go with him to the news- 
paper office at 7 o'clock, persuaded him to 
go home. It was on his way home that he 
passed the house of the young woman, and 
the sight of the place wrought him up to 
such a pitch that he caused the commo- 
tion that finally ended in his being shot.

PHILADELPHIA BANKS 
REPORT BIG BUSINESS.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 30.—The year 
1901 will pass into financial annals as one 
of the most remarkable in the history of 
the banks and trust companies of Phila- 
delphia. During the past twelve months 
they have experienced a gain of $25,000,000 
in deposits over the preceding year, and 
$52,140,000 in excess of 1880, the total de- 
posits for the present year aggregating 
$226,085,000. 

The strong underlying trade conditions 
enable the banks to carry nearly all their 
earnings in excess of dividends to surplus 
and undivided profits, that fund reaching 
$3,584,877. The total earning for the year 
amounted to $3,110,038, out of which stock- 
holders received in the form of dividends 
$1,564,000, 

In percentage of earnings to capital, the 
Fourth Street National occupied the pre- 
eminent position, with 31.6 per cent. to its 
credit, although it did not have the benefit 
of its increased capital until October. In 
point of deposits, the trust companies re- 
port in their final statements a total of 
$233,000,000, or $7,481,000 more than held 
by the National banks. A year ago the 
aggregate deposits of the trust companies 
was $214,000,000, a net gain of $19,566,000 
for the calendar year. These figures in- 
clude the deposits of three savings funds, 
the Philadelphia alone holding $60,000,000.

BALTIMORE, Dee. 30.—Chairman Van 
Diver of the Democratic State Committee 
gave a dinner to the Democratic members 
of both Houses of the Legislature here to- 
night.

There 
having been rumors of some dissension in 
the ranks Mr. Van Diver, when the dinner 
was drawing to a close, arose and said:

The hand of every member of the House 
and Senate present shot upward amidst 
hearty cheers. 

When Mr. Van Diver further said that 
Maryland would again send to the Senate a 
tried and true Democratic statesman the 
cheering was renewed and continued until 
Mr. Gorman arose. He said: 

“Gentlemen of the General Assembly 
now have an opportunity to continue the 
work begun a few months ago for the 
white people of Maryland. When the Dem- 
ocratic Party had a bare constitutional ma- 
jority in the State Senate, yet, in the face 
of threats, in the face of temptations sel- 
dom offered to men, the Democratic mem- 
bers of the Senate had the moral courage to 
do their duiy, and they saved the State. 
The work they began can only be done by 
co-operation. 

‘Independence is eminently proper, but 
he is an idiot who supposes that any, 
measure can be carried through a legisla- 
tive body without co-operation.

NORTHERN PACIFIC 
COMPANY ENJOINED 


Temporarily Restrained from Re- 
tiring the Preferred Stock. 


Bill of Complaint Alleges that the Ab- 
sorption of the Road by the North- 


ern Securities Company 


Would Be Illegal. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Dec. 30.—Judge Elliott 
of the District Court of Hennepin County 
to-day granted a temporary order restrain- 
ing the officers of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad Company from retiring the pre- 
ferred stock of that company. The; order 
was issued on the application of Peter Pow- 
er of New York, who holds a hundred 
shares of the common stock and who came 
on from New York with his attorneys for 
the purpose of beginning the action. 

It was supposed that the failure of the 
action brought in the New York courts by 
holders of preferred stock, cleared away the 
last obstacle to the retirement of the pre- 
ferred on Jan, 1, leaving the Hill interest in 
control of the road through its majority of 
the common stock. It is inferred, although 
it does not so appear, that the present ac- 
tion is brought in behalf of the Harriman 
interest to prevent control passing out of 
its hands for another year, or until the 
legal standing of the Northern Securities 
Company is settled. 

The claim set up by Mr. Power in his 
suit is that the retirement of the preferred 
stock is in violation of the agreement that 
such retirement would lay no additional 
burdens upon the common stock, as he 
holds that the certificates of debenture 
bonds, to be issued to effect the retirement 
of the preferred, would become a lien upon 
the common stock, and thus work an in- 


jury to his property. It is understood that 
the block of 100 shares held by Mr. Power 


is the only block of common not hitherto | 


controlled and definitely located upon one 
side or the other, the Harriman people or 
the Hill-Morgan interests. 

The restraining order was served on Pres- 
ident Charies S$. Mellen shortly after noon, 
and it is understood that it will be tele- 
graphed to New York and served on the 
officials there. 

The injunction restrains the Northern 
Pacific Railway Company from issuing or 
selling any debenture bonds or other evi- 
dence of indebtedness, or creating any in- 
debtedness or liability of any description, 
for the purpose of raising money with 
which to pay or retire the preferred stock 
of the Northern Pacific Railway Company, 
or from using or appropriating any moneys 
or proceeds, other than the ordinary or 
surplus net earnings of the company, to 
the retirement of the preferred stock of 
said company; also from creating any lia- 
bility other than the ordinary liability for 
the operating expenses of its railroad sys- 
tem and thg indebtedness now existing, 
which would take precedence of the com- 
mon stock of said company; also from 
placing its property in the possession or 
under the control of the Northern Securi- 
ties Company, or from entering into any 
arrangement, through the medium of the 
Northern Securities Company or other- 
wise, with the Great Northern Railroad 
Cempany, the chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy Railway” Company, or either of 
them, for the purpose of causing the North- 
ern Pacific Railway system to be operat- 
ed in connection with, or by the same au- 
thority as, the other two roads, or from 
entering into any agreement with said com- 
panies, or either of them, for the purpose 
of avoiding competition and fixing rates. 

It is alleged in the bill of complaint that 
the officers of the Northern Pacific Rail- 
way Company during the last Summer en- 
tered into a combination with the Great 
Northern and the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy, the purpose of which was to con- 
solidate the three systems under one man- 
agement; and knowing that it could not be 
legally effected, the Directors of the three 
companies, for the purpose of doing in- 
directly what they could not do directly, 
caused to be organized the Northern Se- 
curities Company, a New Jersey corpora- 
tion, with a capitalization of $400,000,000, 
which was authorized to hold the securi- 
toes of other corporations, the intention 
being to cause a majority of the stock of all 
three of the railway companies to be trans- 
ferred to the Northern Sectirities Company, 
thereby suppressing competition, regu- 
lating the tariff rates, and conducting the 
entire business of the three systems as one 
corporation. That the scheme was in vio- 
lation of the law of the State and of other 
States through which the railway lines 
pass, and against the laws of the United 
States. 

The bill also alleges that under the char- 
ter of the Northern Pacific Railway Com- 
pany, and under the provisions of the re- 
organization agreement, the preferred 
stock can be paid for and retired, only out 
of the net surplus earnings of the company, 
and not otherwise; that notwithstanding 
these provisions, the Directors of the com- 
pany, as the first step in transferring the 
control of the road to the Northern Securi- 
ties Company, have served notice upon the 
holders of the preferred stock that on Jan. 
1, 1902, they will retire such preferred 
stock; that the plaintiff says that no meet- 
ing of the shareholders of the defendant 
company has been called to make the is- 
sue of the certificates of indebtedness or 
debenture bonds; that the Board of Direc- 
tors is without power to issue such certifi- 
cates, as is the company; that at the time 
of the issue of the certificates of stock to 
the common stockholders in 1898, and by 
the reorganization agreements, it was pro- 
vided that the company should not put a 
mortgage upon the property of the North- 
ern Pacific system, nor should the amount 
of the preferred stock be increased, except 
by a consent of the majority of the hold- 
ers of the whole amount of the preferred 
stock, and the consent of the holders of the 
majority of common stock, to be voted sep- 
arately; that it is proposed to substitute for 
the present preferred stock, which in no 
way constitutes a_lien upon the property 
of the Northern Pacific Company and is 
not a charge against the earnings of the 
company, and has no prior right over the 
common stock, except in priority of divi- 
dends, a convertible negotiable security 
bearing interest at the rate of 4 per cent. 
per annum, which interest is to be a fixed 
charge against the earnings of the com- 
pany and its property, and must be paid 
whether the earnings for any year amount 
to 4 per cent. upon said issue of convertible 
certificates or not, and under which if de- 
fault shall be made in the payment of said 
interest the entire property of the Northern 
Pacific Railway Company may be sold to 
satisfy the judgments and all equities and 
rights of the common stockholders extin- 
guished. 

The bill then alleges that the Northern 
Securities Company was organized for the 
sole purpose of uniting under its manage- 
ment and control the Northern Pacific, the 


' Great Northern, and the Chicago, Burling- 


ton and Quincy Railroad Companies, so 
that all competition may be prevented and 
exorbitant freight and passenger rates may 
be obtained, and prays for a writ of in- 
junction such as has been issued by Judge 
Elliott. 


THE GOVERNORS’ CONFERENCE. 


No Action Taken—Gov. Van Sant’s 
Plan Kept Secret, 


HELENA, Mon., Dec. 30.—No action was 


taken to-day at the meeting of the Gov- 
ernors and Attorneys General of the 
Vorthwestern States to consider plans fer 
opposing the proposed consolidation of the 
Northern Pacific, Great Northern, and 
Burlington Railway systems. It is consid- 
ered probable that the plan of Gov. Van 


Sant of Minnesota will be indorsed by the 
participating Executives of other States. 
What this plan is Gov. Van Sant refuses 
to state. 

Besides Gov. Toole and Attorney General 
Donovan of Montana, those present _ were 
Gov. Van Sant and Attorney General Doug- 
las of Minnesota, Gov. Herried and Attor- 
ney General Pyle of South Dakota, Gov. 
Hunt and Attorney General Martin of 
Idaho, and Attorney General Stratton of 
Washington. Gov. McBride of the latter 
State was not able to be present on ac- 
count of the death of the late Gov. Rogers. 
The meeting was organized by the election 
of Gov. Van Sant as Chairman and Attor- 
ney General Martin as Secretary.

Assessments of More Than $1,000,000 
Reduced by the Board of Public Im- 
provements—Total May Reach 
$5,000,000.

; ments adjourned sine die yesterday resolu- 


tions were put through reducing by the 
score the assessments for street-opening 
improvements. All the requests for re- 
ductions were made by lawyers who during 
the last four years have been going to 


| property owners and offering to have the 


legal percentages supposed to be paid for 
improvements reduced and added burdens 
placed on the city at large. By this method 
during the four years of existence of the 
Board of Public Improvements, it is said, 
millions of dollars legally due the city by 
taxpayers in certain sections in which 
Street-opening improvements have been 
carried on extensively were placed on the 
city. 

At the meeting of the board yesterday 
the assessment lawyers were present in 
force, and after the meeting were very 


happy. It was estimated by President 
Grout of the Borough of Brooklyn that at 
least $1,000,000 of assessments were sad- 
dled on the city by the action of the board, 
which is final. Some officials estimated 
that as high as $5,000,000 of assessments 
were taken from the shoulders of the prop- 
erty owners and placed on the city. The 
large divergence in the estimates is be- 
cause the improvement maps cover large 
sections of territory, and it would take a 
carefu: examination of each map and as- 
sessment to calculate the’ amount wiped 
off the assessment rolls. 

President Grout opposed the reductions, 
but he was outvoted by the other members, 
under the lead of President Holahan. Res- 
olutions were passed reducing the assess- 
ments placed on the property owners tor 
the opening of Crotona Avenue by 25 per 
cent., and a 10 per cent. reduction was 
made to the property owners in the cost of 
opening Vanderbilt Avenue, and a reduc- 
tion of 25 per cent. was made for the wid- 
ening of Fordham Road and 25 per cent. 
reduction for the opening of Morris Ave- 
nue. Similar petitions regarding Bergen 
Avenue and One Hundred and Seventy- 
first Street were also put through. 

A petition asking for the reduction in 
the assessments for improving Utica Ave- 
nue, Brooklyn, was presented. All_ the 
other members of the board laughed at 
President Grout, who said: 

‘* This is the second case of the kind from 
the Borough of Brooklyn in the last four 
years. Petitions by the hundreds have 
been made and passed for other boroughs. 
The Brooklyn people even had to get New 
York lawyers to present their petitions.” 

“If they had lawyers in Brooklyn they 
might bring up more such things,’’ com- 
mented President Holahan. 

President Grout said, sternly: 

“Il would remind you, gentlemen, that 
we have lawyers in Brooklyn who can se- 
cure injunctions,” 

President Grout then moved that the pe- 
tition for the reduction of the Brooklyn 
Seaseomnant be laid over, which was car- 
ried. 

Reductions in assessments, ranging from 
25 to 50 per cent., were then made tor 
property owners on Clay Avenue, Randali 
Avenue, Whitlock Avenue, Quarry Road, 
Belmont Place, West Farms Road, Tiffany 
Street, Tremont and Westchester Avenues, 
and Spofford Avenue. 

A lawyer who has appeared for many of 
the property owners seeking to have as- 
sessments reduced was in a happy frame 
of mind after all the resolutions were put 
through. He asked: 

“ Won't this board meet again? ’”’ 

“Not for two years,” said President 
Holahan. 

“And not surely then,’ added President 
Grout 

“It all depends on the mistakes the in- 
coming administration make,” said Presi- 
dent Coogan. President Holahan then said: 

“At the close of these proceedings the 
work of this board substantially comes to 
an end, under the provisions of the new 
charter. To-morrow night the Board of 
Public [Improvements will go out of exist- 
ence. It was difficult for us to perform 
all that was expected. In all the five dor- 
oughs thousands of property owners were 
energetic and persistent in demanding that 
public improvements should be made in 
their respective localities. During the last 
three years this board has received peti- 
tions aggregating nearly $100,000,000 for 
the reduction of assessments, a sum, of 
course. which would have far exceeded the 
debt limit ‘constitutionally fixed upon the 
city. The hope and ambition of having a 
Greater New York of which we should be 
proud prompted every member of the board 
to regularly attemd the meetings of the 
board I appreciate the fact that this 
board could not for four years be expected 
to go on without having some of its offi- 
cial acts criticised, and some of these criti- 
cisms were perhaps just, but a good part 
of them were vindictive and unjust.” 

Bridge Commissioner John L. Shea re- 
marked: 

‘**Many a proposition against the public 
weal and welfare has been presented to this 
board. and I have attributed the fact that 
they have not prevailed to the custom of 
having the sessions of this board held in 
public, so that whatever mistakes we might 
possibly have made have been 
averted.”’ 

President Grout of Brooklyn, Controller- 
elect of New York, said: 

“While I am to some extent responsible 
for the legislation which ended the career 
of this board under the new charter, I want 
to sav that my objection to it was because 
it Was an unnecessary body, and it was this 
conviction which led me to have the char- 
ter revised.”

Fleeing, He Took a Waiter’s Wife 


Mr. Thebaud’s Strange Meeting with 
His Valet—He May Have Had His 
Stolen Jewels His 
Hands—His New Summer 
Home Burns.

All day yesterday Chief of Detectives 
Titus and a dozen of his best men were at 
work trying to run down Edward Kern, 
the principal in the $50,000 Thebaud dia- 
mond robbery. Capt. Titus said last night 
that he hoped before another twenty-four 
hours to have Kern lodged in jail. Several 
important clues developed during the day. 
Kern, it was found upon searching closely 
through the Rogues’ Gallery, was an old 
offender, who had served a sentence in Sing 
Sing upon conviction of having passed a 
bogus check in 1896. The woman in the 
Case was also identified. 

Capt. Titus about 11 o'clock P. M. had a 
talk by long-distance telephone with the 
detective he had sent to Philadelphia, This 
man was in a hotel there. Capt. Titus in- 
structed him to stay there, not to leave the 
hotel, and to keep a close watch on the 
register, and note closely every one who 
went into the house. He also told the de- 
tective to watch closely a certain room in 
the hotel. Capt. Titus was uncommunica- 
tive when asked about this. 


A MYSTERIOUS WOMAN. 


About the same time Detective Sergt. 
Cary slipped into the back door of Police 
Headquarters. With him was a slender, 
black haired woman, who wore a picture 
hat and an Oxford gray automobile coat. 
About twenty feet behind Cary and the wo- 
man walked Central Office Detective Flay. 
He carried two heavy bags. One was a 
brand new dress suit case of ordinary size. 
It was suspiciously new, and appeared to 
be bulging as if full of something. The 
other was an ordinary hand bag of large 


Size, also new, and also seemingly packed 
full. 

No one at Police Headquarters would 
talk about this woman and the bags. They 
would not say that she was locked up, nor 
would they deny it. 

At midnight it was learned at Police 
Headquarters that the woman was dictat- 
ing’ a long statement to Detective Sergt. 
Flay. “@apt. Titus left Headquarters at 12 
o’clock“and said he was going home. 
sald he would not return for the night. 

Capt.’ Titus arrived early at his office 
yesterday morning. after having worked 
on the case until long past midnight the 
night before. One of his first visitors was 
Paul Gilbert Thebaud, who came to ask 
whether any clues regarding his fugitive 
valet had been found. About the same time 
Edward Pollion, a waiter, who, the police 
say, lived with his wife in a furnished room 
in Fourth Street, appeared to notify the 
Captain that Mrs. Pollion had eloped wiih 
Kern. Pollion had returned home from 
work late Sunday night to find his wife 
gone, and was told by a neighbor, a woman, 
whose name the police withhold for the 
present, that she had fled with a man who 
was the valet of a rich man at 158 Madison 
Avenue. 

Capt. Titus at once set additional de- 
tectives at work on the new clue. Every 
neighbor in the vicinity of the place was 
questioned and the haunts known to have 
been frequented by the couple were 
watched, but no arrest resulted. Capt. 
Titus said that he had almost certain proof 
that the robbery had been planned by the 
couple in the house in Fourth Street, and 
that after the valet’s robbery of the Madi- 
son Avenue home, previous to his thefts in 
the rooms of his employer in the Willets’ 
home at White Plains, he had given his 
pooty to the woman Pollion. Further in- 
vestigation showed that Kern and the wo- 
man had been acquainted for some time. 

3efore Mr. Thebaud left the office of the 
Chief of Detectives he said that his but- 
ler, Grundrania, had placed himself at the 
disposal of the detectives, and would be 
interrogated. The examination of Grun- 
drania showed, Chief Titus said later, that 
he had nothing at all to do with the rob- 
bery. Kern recommended Grundrania. 
The latter when engaged had the best. of 
references. Kern, on the other hand, was 
employed by Mr. Thebaud purely as @ 
venture. 

The father and mother of Kern were em- 
ployed by Mr. Thebaud in his White Plains 
home, and it was while the younger Kern 
was visiting his parents that Mr. Thebaud 
first saw him. He inquired whether he 
wanted work and what kind of work he 
was suited for, and upon being told that 
he had been a valet engaged him without 
further questioning.

something of Kern’s past. Two years ago 
the valet was a barkeeper in the Hotel 
Igler at Kingston, N. Y. Here Grundrania 
first met Kern. What Kern did after he 


left the place in the hotel Grundrania did 
not know; but it is known that Kern was 
in the employ of a rich Englishman as but- 
ler, and that he returned to this country 
from England only last Summer, not many 
months before he was employed by Mr. 
Thebaud. : 

While the search for Kern was going on 
about Fourth Street and the resorts which 
it was found he’ and the woman Pollion 
had frequented, detectives were in White 
Plains working on the case there. So far 
as Capt. Titus would admit, the last seen 
of Kern in White Plains was shortly before 
10 o’clock Sunday morning, when he stood 
on the station platform waiting for a 
south-bound train for this city. The agent 
at the station knew Kern well. The valet 
was not seen boarding the train, but after 
it had left he was not to be seen. 

Last night a systematic search through 
the Rogues’ Gallery resulted in the dis- 
covery of the picture of Edward Kern, Jr.. 
alias Emil Brown. Kerfi’s criminal record 
began on Sept. 25, 1896, when he was ar- 
rested for passing a bogus check by De- 
tective Sergeants McNaught and Berming- 
ham. The case was tried before Justice 
Fitzgerald, and Kern was sentenced to 
Sing Sing. It was also learned about this 
time that in Switzerland Kern had served 
a sentence after conviction on a similar 
charge. 

Together with the picture of Edward 
Kern, Jr., the photograph of his father, of 
the same full name, was found in the 
Rogues’ Gallery. The elder Kern, who is 
now sixty-one yearg old, was indicted by 
the Grand Jury, Sept. 18, 1895, on_a charge 
of swindling. He was detained over a 
year in the Tombs, and on Oct. 18, 1896, 
about three weeks after the arrest of his 
son, was discharged on his own recogniz- 
ance. 

Hardly had the discovery in the Rogues’ 
Gallery been made when another detective, 
who also had been working on the robbery 
ease, reported the forgery of a check 
which it was found Kern had perpetrated 
on Saturday night. The check, drawn_on 
the Gallatin National Bank, was for $75, 
payable to Edward Kern, and was lesen 
signed with a forged signature of. P. G. 
Thebaud. It was passed in a saloon owned 
by Peter Wilkins of 32 Fourth Avenue. 
As near as the police can learn, the check 
was passed after the robbery in the Mad- 
ison Avenue home and before the visit to 
the White Plains house. The conclusion is 
drawn that the valet needed ready money 
to get out of the city immediately after 
the robberies. 

Mr. Thebaud told Capt. Titus of a curious

cident connected with the robbery, and 
t is barely possible that Mr. Thebaud held 
his stolen diamonds in his own hands and 
gave them back to the man who had al- 
ready robbed him. Mr. Thebaud was in 
town Saturday night. On the way back to 
White Plains in the 11:30 o'clock train he 
‘was surprised to find sleeping in a seat in 
the smoking car his valet, Kern. Mr. 
Thebaud did not know that Kern had come 
into town, least of all that he had visited 
his home in Madison Avenue, had helped 
himself to every piece of valuable jewelry 
in sight, and was even then in possession 
of the plunder.

ELECTRIC ELEVATED TRAIN. 


Several Trips Made Successfully on Sec- 
ond Avenue Line. 

The first train of the new third-rail elec- 
trical system inaugurated by the Second 
Avenue branch of the Manhattan Railway 
Company was run over the line yesterday 
from South Ferry to One Hundred and 
Twenty-ninth Street. The train, which con- 
sisted of the motor car and three others, 
was run from 10 o'clock in the morning 
until 4 in the afternoon. This same sched- 
ule will be kept up each day until the en- 
tire system is in working shape. 

The trip, officials of the road said 
night, was a complete success, and it is de- 
clared everything worked smoothly. 

The new cars run yesterday are much 
larger and heavier than the present ones. 
They are handsomely furnished and 
hold more passengers than those now in 
use on the steam trains. 


WOES OF NAVY CHAPLAINS. 


Complaints as to Pay, Uniforms, and 
Other Things to be Sent to the 
President and Congress. 

Troubles of Chaplains in the United 
States Navy were aired by the Rev. Dr. 
George E. Strobridge of Stamford, Conn., 
at the Methodist minister’s meeting at 150 
Fifth Avenue yesterday. In the first place, 
he said, they receive on the average but 
$2,300 a year, with no increase for length of 
service and no free housing for their fami- 
lies when they are stationed at navy yards. 
All other commissioned officers, he said, 
receive more money and are provided with 
such accommodations. The Chaplains, too, 
he said, are without a general bureau to 
look after their interests, and he found 
fault with the uniform, which he described 
as a “ single-breasted, shad-bellied, long- 
tailed frock coat such as is worn by cler- 
£ymen in some foreign countries, but which 
simply looks ridiculous here."’ 

He said that at the opening of the Kiel 
Canal, when the Kaiser passed through the 
line of warships, the Chaplain on the Amer- 
ican ship was ordered below because of his 
grotesque appearance. 

There are but twenty-four Chaplains in 
the whole navy, he said, and there has been 
no increase in their number since the navy 
srew trom 8,000 men to its present 25,000. 

In the discussion Dr. Johnson said he be- 
lieved. there was a movement on foot to 
Romanize the navy, which was encouraged 
at Washington, and told of a training ship 
which had been supplied with a Catholic 
priest for a Chaplain, although more than 
GO per cent. of the apprentices on board 
were Protestants, and the priest gave them 
certain indulgences if they would attend a 
certain number of masses. The Rev. C. F. 
Jiull, an ex-officer of the navy, said he had 
aspired to become a naval Chaplain, but 
the place was given to a priest, who told 
him afterward that he had been instructed 
by his Bishop to apply for it. 

Bishop ©. C. McCabe spoke in praise of 
Admiral Schley, his words calling out great 
applause. He said he had no fear of any 
tendency to Romanize the navy, saying that 
Protestants knew how to fight, and that no 
Protestant nation had ever been con- 
quered by a Roman Catholic nation. A com- 
mittee was appointed to make an excerpt of 
the proceedings of the meeting and forward 
a copy to President Roosevelt, his Cabinet, 
and to every member of both houses of 
Congress.

Dissatisfaction is reported in the ranks 
of the Citizens’ Union regarding the 
patronage given the organization by Mayor- 
elect Low and his appointees, and it is ex- 
pected to manifest itself at a special meet- 
ing of the Executive Committee, which has 
been called for next Monday at the head- 

quarters, 34 Union Square East. 

Members were saying yesterday that R. 
Fulton Cutting, the President of the or- 
ganization, would near some unpleasant 
things, notwithstanding the fact that very 
recently the Union unanimously adopted 
resolutions heartily commending Mr. Cut- 
ting for his management of its affairs. Mr. 
Cutting has readily indorsed applications 
for appointments addressed to Mr. Low, 
and his closin sentence in his letters 
almost invariably was: ‘If the bemrer is 
not appointed, I shall not be displeased.”’

|SEVENTH’S HOT CAMPAIGN 


Mr. Croker Says Tammany Will 
Support Perry Belmont. 


Mr. Belmont Says the Leader’s Opposi- 
tion Is the Resuit of Others’ Enmity 
—Fritz Lindinger’s Lively Fight 
—Col. Murphy’s Denial.

At the Democratic Club last night, Rich- 
ard Croker reiterated with added emphasis 
a declaration made earlier in the day that 
if the courts should recognize Perry Bel- 
ment as regularly nomirated for Congress 
in the Seventh District he will receive the 
loyal s«pport of Tammany Hall. This was 
just after a four hours’ conference between 
Mr. Croker and James Shevlin, the deputy 
and spokesman of Hugh McLaughlin. Mr. 
Shevlin, it is understood,. informed Mr. 
Croker that any knifing of Mr. Belmont 
| should his name remain on the ticket, 

would be regarded as treachery to the 

Democratic Party, and that the Democratic 

organization of Kings County would aid 

in the punishment of any such treachery 
at the next Democratie State Convention. 

‘“* Like some other high-toned Democrats, 
Mr. Belmont thinks it fashionable to abuse 
me,” said Mr. Croker. ‘* But if the courts 
hold in his favor and against Mr. O'Grady 
there will be no knifing countenanced. We 
will do our best for Mr. Belmont's elec- 
tion.”’ 

Mr. Shevlin was non-committal on the 
subject of his long talk with Mr. Croker, 
but it was learned that he assured the 
Tammany leader that the Kings County 
Democracy favored the candidacy of Mr. 


Belmont and that John Maguire, its repre- 
sentative on the Board of Elections, had 
acted in harmony with Mr. McLaughiin's 
wishes in voting to accord Mr. Belmont the 
place on the ballot under the Democratic 
emblem. 


MR. CROKER’'S DECLARATION. 


Earlier in the day Mr. Croker denied 


that he had issued orde’s that Fritz Lin- 
dinger is to be supported by Tammany men 
in preference to Mr. Belmont. 

‘I never said I would put Belmont out 
of the race,’’ he said. ‘“ The only statc- 
ment I ever made was that if somebody 
didn’t interfere the Grand Jury would. I 
repeat that statement now. I base it on 
general rumor. 

**IT have told O’Grady that if Belmont is 
declared regular by the courts, he and his 
friends must support him. Of course that 
is my advice to all Tammany men. How- 
ever, if they don’t see fit to do it, I am not 
to blame.”’ 

The leading Tammany men of that por- 
tion of New York embraced in the Seventh 
Congressional District were not in’ sym- 
pathy with Mr. Croker’s protestations of 
loyalty.

Odell to- 
day appointed Nathan L. Miller of Cort- 
land County as State Controller to fill the 
vacancy caused by the resignation of Eras- 
tus C. Knight of Buffalo. 

He also appointed G. D. B Hasbrouck co: 
Ulster County as a Judge of the Court of 
Claims to succeed John F. Parkhurst of 
Bath, resigned. 

Nathan L. Miller is one of the brightest 
young lawyers of Cortland. He was born 
in Solon, Cortland County, on Oct, 10, 1868, 
and was graduated from the Cortland 
Normal! School in 1887. In 1890 he entered 
the law office of Smith & Dickinson, where 
he studied law, and in 1893 was admitted 
to practice. In the fall of that year he 
was elected School Commissioner for the 
First Commissioner District of Cort- 
land County, and held the office for two 
terms. In the Fall of 1898 he was made 
Chairman of the Republican County Com- 
mittee, which position he has held ever 
since. 

He has been three times a delegate to 
the Republican State Convention, three 
times a delegate to judicial conventions, 
and twice a delegate to the Senatorial con- 
vention. He is at present Corporation 
Counsel of the City of Cortland, and is rec- 
ognized as one of the most prominent 
members of the Cortland County bar, be- 
ing the junior member of the firm of 
Dougherty, Miller & Miller. He was mar- 
ried on Nov. 23, 1896, to Miss Elizabeth M. 
Davern of Marathon, and they have one 
daughter. “ 

G. D. B. Hasbrouck is a resident of King- 
ston, Ulster County. He is a well-known 
attorney, and was Deputy Attorney Gen- 
eral during the term of Attorney General 
Hancock. He is a Republican leader in 
Ulster County. The term of his new office: 
is six years, and the annual salary $5,000. 

Senator Platt yesterday expressed entire 
satisfaction with the appointment of Mr. 
Miller, who, he said, was one of the most 
active and influential Republicans in the 
State, and one who had rendered his party 
valuable service. Senator Platt will go to 
Washington on Saturday. 

Before leaving for Albany yesterday aft- 
ernoon Col. George W. Dunn, Chairman 
of the Republican State Committee, said: 

“The appointment of Mr. Miller is an 
excellent one. I have known him for years 
and recognize im as one of the most 
worthy Republicans in the State. He has 
few equals as a political orator. Aithough 
only thirty-five years old, he has built up 
a large and lucrative practice and is the 
head of the law firm of Miller & Dougher- 
ty of Cortland. He has been Chairman of 
the Cortland County Republican Commit- 
tee for several years. Before he took the 
helm the Democrats frequently carried 
the county, but since his accession to the 
Chairmanship it has always given a com- 
fortable Republican majority.” 


DEMOCRATS OF NEW BOARD 
OF ALDERMEN IN CAUCUS. 


Plan to Win Over Some Members of the 
Republican-Fusion Camp and Or- 
ganize the Board. 

The Democratic members of.the Board of 
Aldermen, which is to convene for the first 
time at noon to-morrow, in accordance 
with the new charter, held a quiet session 
in the City sall last evening to discuss 
ways and means, The fact that such a 
gathering was to take place was kept se- 
cret, and the hour set—6 o’clock—was at 
just the time when a session could be held 
without the inquisitive prying into the hap- 
penings. In fact, the Democratic members 
were in meeting to concoct a plan by 
which two or three Aldermen could be cap- 
tured from the Republican-Fusion camp 
and thus give to the Democrats the power 

to organize the Board of Aldermen. 

Thirty-four Democrats attended. Alder- 
man Moses J. Wafer presided at the meet- 
ing. For about an hour the Aldermen 
talked behind closed doors, and when a 


Tammany member was approached after- 
ward for the result he said: 

“Nothing doing. That's all. 
doing.” 

It was learned from other sources that 
the Democratic members have so_ far 
failed in their efforts to add two or three 
Aldermen to their string. It was expected 
that two Aldermen from Staten Island 
who are counted in with the Fusion forces 
and one Alderman from Harlem would or 
could be induced to take sides with the 
Democratic members and agree to attend a 
caucus. If this plan could have been 
worked the Democeatic members expected 
to announce to-morrow a great coup and a 
surprise to their political opponents. Their 
plan was to organize the Board of Alder- 
men, elect a Vice President, and then con- 
test the right of President Fornes of the 
Board of Aldermen to name the commit- 
tees. 

It was said last evening that President 
Fornes was claiming this as one of the 
duties of his office, and that some of the 
Republicans contended that he had no such 
power under the charter. . 

Alderman John T. McCall, the leader of 
the Tammany forces in the present board, 
will be chosen as the Democratic leader of 
the new board. Assemblyman Timothy P. 
Sullivan, who will become a member of the 
Board of Aldermen on Jan. 1, is to be the 
Chairman of the Finance Committee in the 
event of the Democratic members succeed- 
ing in adding to their strength by acquisi- 
tions of Aldermen now counted in the 
Fusion column. 

The caucus last evening was adjourned to 
Friday evening. 

On Thursday evening the Republican and 
Fusion members will have a count of noses 
at a caucus to see whether they will be 
able to organize and control the board. 


FUSION ALDERMEN-ELECT MEET 


Brooklyn Men Favor Elias Goodman of 
Manhattan for Majority Leader 
of the Board. 


As the result of a canference of the Fu- 
sion Aldermen-elect of) Brooklyn, held late 
yesterday afternoon att Republican head- 
quarters, in that borough, it appears to be 
settled that Alderman Elias Goodman of 
Manhattan will be the majority leader of 
the new Board of Aldermen. Alderman 
James H. MclInness of Brooklyn aspired to 
the leadership, but it was agreed at the 
conference of the Brooklyn Aldermen-elect 
that as the balance of power in the board 
was in Manhattan, it would be wise and 
best that a Manhattan man be the ma- 
jority leader, and Mr, McInness was in- 
dorsed for the Vice Presidency of the 


borrd. 

While this was given out as the reason 
for the decision to support Goodman for 
the leadership, it was said after the meet- 


ing that the opposition of McInness to the 
proposition to grant the Metropolitan Street 
Railway Company a franchise to operate 
ears on the Macomb’s Dam bridge had 
much to do with his turning down by his 
brother Aldermen-elect. None of the Al- 
dermen present at the meeting, however, 
would discuss this report. 

The efforts which, it is said, are being 
made by Tammany to capture the Board of 
Aldermen by winning over enough Fusion 
members to > a majority in the body, 
was discussed at length. 

The fact that James A. Bill and Patrick 
H. Malone, two Democrats who were elect- 
ed on the Fusion ticket, were not present 
at the meeting at first caused some alarm. 
Ex-Senator Julius Wieman, Secretary of 
the Kings County Republican Executive 
Committee, assured those present that Al- 
derman Bill was “all right’’ and that he 
would be responsible.for his loyalty to the 
Fusionists. ieut. Gov. Timothy L. Wood- 
ruff, to calm the fears about Alderman- 
elect Malone, said that he had just been 
colsing with Malone over tne telephone 
and that the latter had assured him inat 
although he was unable to be present in 
person he was at the conference “in 
spirit. 

‘* Well, I hope he will not vote that way 
in the board,” remarked one Alderman, 
earnestly. 

Lieut. Gov. Woodruff said after the con- 
ference that he believed that all of the Fu- 
sion Aldermen from Brooklyn would stick 
together. He did not think that there 
would be much trouble in keeping control 
of the board.

THE AMERICAN REPUBLICS’ 
ATTITUDE TO ARBITRATION. 


Minority of the States Represented at 
the Pan-American Congress Want 


It to be Compulsory. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—The State De- 
partment received dispatches from the City 
of Mexico making clear for the first time 
what is to be expected on the subject of ar- 
bitration, which has been the most import- 
ant and the most difficult problem before 
the Congress of American Republics. The 
advices came from Mr. Buchanan, the Unit- 
ed States delegate, who was assigned to look 
after this particular question. He states 
that an agreement for arbitration on the 
lines of The Hague conference appears to 
be favored by the majority of the repub- 
lics, and that this will probably be the 
basis of action taken by the congress. He 
also states that those republics which de- 


sire to go further than The Hague agree- 
ment will very likely sign an independent 
convention for compulsory arbitration. 

The understanding here is that the fol- 
lowing countries are fayorable to arbitra- 
tion according to The Hague plan: The 
United States, Mexico, Chile, Colombia, 
Ecuador, Haiti, Nicaragua, Salvador, 
Costa Rica, and Honduras. There is some 
doubt as to Brazil and Guatemala, but the 
latter is expected to join the other Central 
American countries in favor of non-com- 
pulsory arbitration. 

The countries which may sign an inde- 
pendent convention for cumpulsory arbi- 
tration are Argentina, Venezuela, Santo 
Domingo, Peru, Bolivia, Uruguay, and 
Paraguay. That Venezuela should favor 
compulsory arbitration causes some sur- 
prise here, but it is said to be due to Presi- 
dent Castro’s desire to force the contro- 
versy with Colombia to arbitration. The 
position of Santo Domingo grows out of 
her boundary difficulty with Haiti. This 
was referred to the Pope, but, as satisfac- 
tory progress has not been made, Santo 
a now wants compulsory arbitra- 
tion 

In case The Hague convention is accept- 
ed as the basis of agreement, it will pro- 
vide a means for and a moral influence en- 
couraging the adjustment of differences by 
arbitration, and yet each country will be 
left free to determine whether arbitration 
shall be applied to any case in which it is 
concerned. 

The congress is rapidly drawing to a 
close, and another fortnight will probably 
bring a final adjournment, so that the de- 
termination of the arbitration question ap- 
pears to be very near at hand. 


LONDON, Dee. 31.—The Board of Trade 
Journal publishes a report from the British 
Consul at Marseilles on the competition be- 
tween British and American coal in the 
Mediterranean. This report says that the 
inflated price of British coal has given the 
Americans a great chance, that their coal 
has proved to be far better than was antici- 
pated, and that the old prejudice against it 
is disappearing. American competition is 
at present not serious, says the Consul at 
Marseilles, but if the United States passes 
a bounty bill and if the present high prices 
are maintained in Great Britain, the Amer- 
icans are likely to capture the Mediterra- 
nean trade, 


THE COLOMBIAN REVOLT. 


Herrera’s Expedition Lands—A 
Desperate Struggle Expected. 
COLON, Dec. 30.—Gen. Herrera’s expe- 
dition landed at Tonosi on Dec. 24 from 
the Liberal steamers Ibis, Darien, and Gai- 
tan. 

Herrera is the General who capitulated 
at Panama last year. He is considered to 
be one of the best, if not the Lest, General 


the revolutionists possess. He is a clever 
and able man, who has sacrificed every- 
thing for the sake of the revolution. He 
is said to be surrounded by first-class men. 
Gens. Porras and Lorenzo are doubtless 
aware of Herrera’s arrival in their vicin- 
ity and will do their utmost io join forces 
with him. 

In view of Herrera’s movement, the Gov- 
ernment has requested that reinforcements 
be sent from Baranquilla. In the mean- 
time, recognizing the seriousness of the 
situation, the Government officials are tak- 
ing active measures. A steam tug belong- 
ing to the Panama Canal Company, at 
Panama, was secured on Saturday to 
transport troops. Her @rew, including the 
engineer, refused to take part in military 
operations, and Gov. Alban was compelled 
to obtain another crew. The tug left Pan- 
ama with the Boyaca yesterday. They are 
bound for points along the coast, where 
they will take on board troops intended to 
reinforce Gen. Castro. 

Everything seems to point to Herrera 
making a final desperate effort, which is 
likely to cost Colombia dear. 

Since the withdrawal of the troops along 
the railroad line, Liberal soldiers have 
been seen at nighttime in the vicinity of 
Culebra and Emperador. They are sup- 
posed to be some of Domingo Diaz’s fol- 
lowers.

Admiral Casey Sails for Callao. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—The Navy De- 
partment has been informed of the de- 
parture yesterday from Acapulco, Mexico, 
of Rear Admiral Casey, commanding the 
North Pacific Squadron, aboard his flag- 
ship, the Wisconsin, bound for Callao, 
Peru. It is expected that by the time the 
Wisconsin arrives at Callao the Iowa will 
be ready to emerge from dock at Talca- 
huano, Chile, and it is thought probable 
that Admiral Casey will transfer his flag 
back to the Iowa, from which vessel it for- 
merly flew. This would leave the two larg- 
est battleships of the Pacific Squadron 
cruising off Chile, Argentina, and Peru, so 
that in case of hostilities between Chile 
and Argentina American interests would 
be well looked after. 


MISS PORTIA KNIGHT’S SUIT. 


Report that the Duke of Manchester Is 
Trying to Compromise the 
Matter Untrue. 

LONDON, Dec. 380.—Boxall & Boxall, 
counsel for the Duke of Manchester, de- 


clare that there is no truth in the report, 


published in the Wnited States, that the 
Duke, with the assfStance of his father-in- 
law, Eugene Zimmerman, had offered to 
Miss Portia Knight, the actress, $20,000 in 
full settlement of her claim for damages re- 
sulting from alleged breach of promise of 
marriage. The lawyers say no negotiations 
for a settlement have taken place or will 
take place. The trial, they add, will take 
its course in the ordinary way. 

Miss Knight said this evening: 

‘There is absolutely no talk of or thought 
of a compromise of my suit against the 
Duke of Manchester. he case has gone 
too far for that. I am promised that the 
hearing will come off early in January, 
and, so far as I am concerned, it will be a 
fight to a finish.” 


WILL BUY AMERICAN BRIDGES. 


New Zealand to Give All Future Con- 
tracts for Steel Structures to 
This Country. 
WELLINGTON, N. Z., Dec. 30.—The Gov- 
ernment of New Zealand has decided in the 
future to order all steel bridges from the 
United States. 
This decision comes as a result of the re- 


cent experience of the Manawatu Railway 
Company, when the American bid on a bi 

steel viaduct amounted to one-quarter o 
the price bid by English firms. 


ANOTHER MASSACRE IN CHINA. 


Report that a Missionary and a Number 
of Converts Have Been Slain in 
Kan-Soo Province. 


LONDON, Dec. 31.—The Shanghai cor- 
respondent of The Daily Express cables 
that a missionary and a number of Chris- 


tian converts have been massacred at 
Ning-Sha-Foo, in Kan-Soo Province, where 
Prince Tuan and Gen. Tung-Fu-Siang are 


residing. 

The correspondent says it is asserted 
that the troops of Gen. Tung are responsi- 
ble for the massacre, 


Well-Known Vienna Judge a Suicide. 
VIENNA, Dec. 30.—Dr. Holzinger, a well- 
known Judge and Vice President of the

The last day on which stockholders could 
avail themselves of the offer was Saturday, 
when the bonds sold in fairly large amounts 
at v5. To-day there was a marked improve- 
ment in the price, which advanced from 
95% to 95% on trading of only $22,000 par 
value.

MEXICAN

AUSTIN, Texas, Dec. 30.—It was stated 
here to-day on good authority that there 
is to be a change made in the management 
of the Mexican International Railroad. 


General Manager L. M. Johnson, who has 
held that position for a number of years, 
is now in New York, and announcement 
of his retirement is expected very soon. 
Since the Mexican International was 
taken out of the hands of the Southern 
bacifie interests, a change in the manage- 
ment has been expected. The road was 
bought by the Speyers of New York, and 
it has been generally supposed in finan- 
cial circles that they were acting in the 
interest of the Mexican National Railway 
Company in acquiring the property. 


New Railroad to Enter Chicago.

CHICAGO, Dec. 30.—The Cincinnati, Rich- 
mond and Muncie Railroad has completed 
its new line from College Corner, Ohio, to 
Peru, and is ready to run trains between 
Peru and Cincinnati. It will now turn its 
attention to the north end of the road be- 
tween Peru and North Judson, where it 
will strike the Chicago and Erie Railroad, 
over which it intends to run trains into 
Chicago, until a further extension is made 
northward to Valparaiso and thence to 
Chicago over one of the belt lines. The com- 
pany expects to be able to run trains from 
Cincinnati to Chicago by Feb. 1. Nearly 
all of the grading on the north end of 

the road has been completed. 


Burlington Incorporated in Nebraska.

day. The articles of reincorporation are 
very brief, and state that the company’s 
capital is $18,738,000. In the near future 
the company will institute legal proceedings 
to force the State to pay damages suf- 
fered through the loss of its special charter.

LEAP TO 
ESCAPE THE FLAMES. 


Panic In a Tenement House in Brooklyn 
—Two Ihmates Injured in Jump- 
ing from a Window. 

Two women were injured by jumping 
from a second-story window at a fire 
which, starting from some unknown cause 
at 12:40 o’clock this morning, caused a 
panic among the occupants of the three- 
story brick tenement house 345 Baltic 
Street, Brooklyn. The fire was first seen 
in an apartment formerly occupied by Mrs. 
Mary Quinn, on the ground floor. Mrs. 


Quinn died two months ago, but her fur- 
niture still remains in the place. 

The smoke speedily filled the building, 
and the tenants fled screaming down the 
Stairs, except Mrs. Susan Heath, sixty 
years old, and Miss Mary Morrisey, thirty 
years old, who lives with her on the sec- 
ond floor. Miss Morrisey tried the stairs, 
but the heat and smoke drove her back 
and she led the older woman to a rear 
window, where they jumpeg. Miss Mor- 
risey broke her left arm, while Mrs. Heath 
escaped with severe bruises of the head 
and body. They were attended by an am- 
bulance surgeon from the Long Island Col- 
lege Hospital. 


MIDNIGHT FIRES UP TOWN. 


Four-Story Dwelling on West End 
Avenue Damaged—Flames in a 
Letter Box. 

The fine whitestone four-story dwelling 
at 676 West End Avenue, occupied by 
Frank L. Wells, his wife, and six children, 
was damaged by fire shortly uiter midnight 
last night to the extent of $1,000. The fire 
started in the kitchen of the house from 

some unknown cause. 

Mr. Wells was awakened by the smoke, 
and with his eldest son descended to the 


kitchen and found that room in flames. 
They ran to the front of the house and 
shouted to a private watchman, and he 
turned in an alarm. The firemen confined 
the fire to the kitchen, and made short 
work of it. 

While the fire was in progress in Mr. 
Wells’s house Policeman Clancey of the 
West One Hundredth Street Police Station 
found a fire in the letter box of a five-story 
brick flathouse at 62 West One Hundred 
Second Street. He sent in an alarm, 
but the alarm operator at Fire Headquar- 
ters, knowing that all the fire apparatus in 
the district was at the Wells fire, sent out 
a special call for an engine. Before the en- 
gine arrived the fire had been extinguished. 
The damage was estimated as “ trifling.” 
It is supposed that the letter box fire was 
caused by tenants who were carelessly 
looking for mail with matches. 


RESCUE BY TWO BOYS. 


MT. VERNON, N. Y., Dec. 30.—Three 
boys who broke through the ice were saved 
from drowning in the Mount Vernon reser- 
voir this afternoon by two other boys. The 
boys whose lives were in peril were Frank 


Doyle, ten years old; Hugh Malone, 
eleven years old, and Albert Manville, thir- 
teen years old. The ice on the reservoir 
had been weakened by the warm weather 
and the rains, but the three boys had 
ventured out to test it. They were some 
distance from the bank when they plunged 
through. : 

James Hayden and Charles Fenlon, both 
about thirteen years old, also had gone to 
the reservoir to see if the ice was strong 
enough for skating, and finding it weak 
had remained on the bank. They saw the 
three boys go through, and went to the 
rescue. All three boys came up in the 
space which had been broken and got hold 
of the edge of the firm ice. Hayden and 
Fenlon ran out as far as they dared and 
then lay down, one in front of the other, 
and Hayden, who was in front, was pushed 
out further by his companion. The boys 
had shinney sticks with them, and Hayden 
reached his out in front of him and Malone 
got hold of it and was drawn out of the 
water. His companions were saved by re- 
peating the performance. 

The boys were taken to the nearest house, 
where they were cared for, and appear to 
be none the worse for their ducking. 


INSURED FOR $1 :376,000. 


Frank H. Peavey’s Heirs Will Collect 
This Amount on Policies of the 
Prominent Grain Merchant, 
Who Died Yesterday.

CHICAGO, Dec. 30.—Frank Hutchinson 
Peavey of Minneapolis, said to be the lead- 
ing grain elevator owner in the world and 
insured for $1,376,000, died of pneumonia 
shortly after 3:30 A. M. to-day in suite 
1,410 of the Auditorium Annex, after an 
illness of little more than a week. He was 
fifty-two years of age. 

Of the total amount of insurance, $1,000,- 
000 was placed by the Mutual Insurance 


Company of New York on Aprii 28, 1900, 
and called for an annual premium of $48,- 
390. This policy was paynbie to himself or 
his heirs, but its purpose was the furnishing 
of ready capital for the Peavey Grain Ele- 
vator Company in case of his death. Only 
one man in the country is known to carry 
more insurance, that being John Wana- 
maker, who is insured for $1,500,000, and 
the largest insurance ever placed on any 
one individual was that of $2,000,000, writ- 
ten upon the life of Frederick Vanderbilt 
when he made his trip around the world.

Mr. Peavey’s death was to a certain ex- 
tent unexpected, for although he had suf- 
fered from an attack of pneumoni& which 
developed from a cold contracted shortly 
before Christmas, it was announced yes- 
terday that he had successfully passed the 
crisis of his illness. His mother, his wife, 
his brother, his son, and two daughters 
were with him when the end came.

Ex-Senator !ohnson May Be State 
Treasurer. 


He Is Declared to be Disappointed in 
Not 
Portfolio from Mr. Roosevelt— 


Having Received a Cabinet 


Senator Sewell’s Successor.

TRENTON, N. J., Dec. 30.—The compli- 
cated condition of New Jersey politics 
caused by the death of State Treasurer 
Swain and United States Senator Sewell 
Was the reason for an important confer- 
ence of Republican leaders held here to- 
night. 

There were present Gov. Voorhees, Con- 
gressman Fowler of the Eighth District, 
Assistant Postmaster General William T. 
Johnson of Bergen County, Senator Thomas 
McCarter of Essex, the Republican leader 
of the New Jersey Senate, and Chancery 
Clerk Edward C. Stokes. Ex-Attorney Gen- 
eral John W. Griggs was to be present, but 
he wired that he had other appointments. 

The purpose of the conference was to 
reach an agreement on the appointment of 
the State Treasurer. The presence of ex- 
Senator Johnson was significant, because 
it was rumored that, in view of the fact 
that he was to retire as Assistant Post- 
master General, he was to be recommended 
for the position of State Treasurer. 

It had been formally tendered to him, but 
he refused it. He was induced to come 
into to-night’s conference, and left it some- 
what disposed to favorably consider the 


proposition of a return to New Jersey offi- 
cial life.

to-night Mr. Johnson admit- 
had been impressed with the 
made by his Republican col- 
leagues; he had, however, reached no con- 
clusion, he said. He did not make any 
Statement that would warrant the sug- 
gestion that he would willingly retire from 
national politics. 

The salary of State Treasurer is $6,000, 
which is more than he is receiving. It is 
known here that Mr. Johnson Was disap- 
pointed in not being made the successor of 
Charles Emory Smith. It was understood 
that he received positive assurances from 
Ex-Attorney General John W. Griggs and 
Senator Sewell that he would be made a 
Cabinet officer, but the death of President 
McKinley interfered with the plan. This, 
with other circumstances, has caused him 
to reach the conclusion, it is said, to leave 
Washington. 

This move has a direct bearing on the 
United States Senatorship, and it is nearer 
to-night to ex-Senator Edward C. Stokes 
than it was twenty-four hours ago. The 
friends of Mr. Stokes are favorable to John 
F. Dryden of Newark if it can be demon- 
strated that two United States Senators 
can come from the same end of the State. 

The best information that is obtainable 
to-night is that the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road is favorable to either the selection of 
Mr. Stokes or Mr. Dryden, who is a well- 
known insurance man. They place the 
choice on the Legislature. Ex-Senator 
Stokes apparently has the situation in his 
control, if he will declare himself, but he 
is not a man who will make an aggressive 
campaign. 

It is a fact that if sentiment continues to 
crystallize by Thursday, and the expres- 
sions of a majority of the legislators indi- 
cate that they are favorable to Senator 
Stokes’s selection, he will withdraw his ob- 
jections and accept the ad interim ap- 
pointment by the Governor, with a view of 
ending any controversy or conflict that 
may be carried into the Legislature. 

Gov. Voorhees said after the conference 
to-night that he had offered the appoint-- 
ment of State Treasurer to Assistant Post- 
master General Johnson, and that at the 
conference Mr. Johnson was earnestly 
urged to accept the place. Mr. Johnson 
promised to take the matter under con- 
sideration.

INDUSTRIAL COMBINATIONS’ 
STANDING ON MAY 31, 1900. 


Census Statistics, Made Public Yester- 
day, Show that Authorized Capital 


Was $3,607,539,200. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—Census statis- 
tics on industrial combinations show a total 
authorized capitalization of $38,607,539,200 
for the 183 corporations reported May 31, 
1900. The capital stock issued was $3,085,- 
200,868. Of this total the authorized capi- 
tal includes $270,127,250 in bonds, $1,259,- 
540,900 in preferred stock, and $2,077,871,050 
in common stock. The capital stock com- 
prises $216,412,759 in bonds, $1,066,525,063 
in preferred stock, and $1,802 262,146 com- 
mon stock. 

The total value of all the products of the 
combinations is $1,661,205,364, and after 
subtracting the value of the products of 
the hand trades, or mechanical and neigh- 
borhood industries, which amount to 
$1,216,165,160, the products of the indus- 
trial combinations in 1900 is found equiva- 
lent to more than 20 per cent. of the total 
gross products of the manufacturing in- 
dustries of the country as they existed in 
1890. The 183 corporations reported em- 
ployed an average of 399,192 wage earners, 
receiving $194,554,515 in wages. Employ- 
ment also was given to 24,585 salaried offi- 
cials, receiving a total of $52,653,628 in sal- 
aries. 

Miscellaneous expenses of the combina- 
tions aggregated $151,851,077, and the total 
cost of material used was $1,085,083,828. 
The gross value of products, less the value 
of material purchased in partly manufact- 
ured form, gives the net or true value of 
products of these combinations as $1,051,- 
981,586. This represents the increase in the 
value of the raw materials resulting from 
the various processes of manufacture. 

Control of 2,029 piants that were active 
during the census year and 174 that were 
idle during that period was reported. The 
returns show an average of 11 active 
plants to each corporation. 

The statistics exclude all corporations 
manufacturing and distributing gas and 
electric light and power, as it is impossible 
to trace all of the latter, and they do not 
generally possess the same economic sig- 
nificance. The returns show that the iron 
and steel industry is at the head of the 
list, with a gross product of $508,626,482, 
which is more than double the value of the 
product of any other group, except food 
and kindred products, and represents near- 
ly one-third of the total gross value of 
products of all the industrial combinations. 

The capital invested and the value of 
products in the various classes of indus- 
trial combinations follow: 

Iron and steel and their products, $341,- 
779,954 and $508,626; food and allied prod- 
ucts, $346,623,633 and $282,408,081; chemi- 
cals and allied products, $175,002,887 and 
$182,391,744; metals and metal products, 
other than iron and steel, $118,519,401 and 
$180,154,703; liquors and beverages, $118,- 
489,158 and $93,432,274; vehicles for land 
transportation, $85,965,683 and $85,985,533. 

Tobacco, $16,191,878 and $74,063,029; tex- 
tiles, $92,468,606 and $71,888,202; leather and 
its finished products, $62,144,011 and $45,- 
084,829; paper and printing, $59,271 691 and 
$44,418,417; clay, glass, and stone products, 
$46,877,288 and &: 58,182; lumber and its 
manufactures, $24,470,281 and $20,378,815; 
miscellaneous industries, $45,408,869 and 
$48,605,073. 


TO BE MANILA’S FIRE CHIEF. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—Hugh J. Bon- 
ner of New York has accepted the tender of 
an appointment Chief of the Fire De- 


partment of Manila. It is purposed to re- 


organize the Manila fire-fighting service on 
modern American lines, and Mr. Bonner 
was selected because of his fine record in 
New York City.

Hugh Bonner was born tn Ireland in 1839. 
He came to America at an early age, and 
when fourteen years old began his forty- 
six years of fire fighting by joining the 
Volunteer Fire Department. He ran with 
Lady Washington Engine Company No. 40, 
and acted as foreman during the war. He 
Was made a foreman in the new depart- 
ment when it was organized by the Legis- 
lature in 1865. He was put in command of 
Engine No. 20, and while in this capacity 
he operated the first self-propelling steam 
fire engine and chemical ever used by the 
department. 

He was made Chief of Battalion in 1873 
and assigned to the Second District, where 
he remained ten years, during which time 
he successfully operated the first water 
tower used in fighting fire. In 1883, while 
acting as Second Assistant Chief, he recom- 
mended a plan of organization for a school 
of instruction, which was adopted by the 
Fire Commissioners. In 1884 he was made 
First Assistant Chief, a position which he 
held until promoted to the Chieftainship of 
the Fire Department upon the retirement of 
Charles O. Shay tn 188). He retired in 1899, 
after being at the head of the department 
for ten years. He is the inventor of sev- 
eral of the most useful appliances employed 
by the department for opening iron shut- 
are, battering down heavy doors, and the 
like. ‘ 


WIRELESS TELEGRAPH PLANTS. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—The Navy De- 
partment has decided to establish wireless 
telegraph plants at the Washington Navy 
Yard and at Annapolis. The plans for the 
necessary equipment of the two stations 
are now being worked out under the direc- 
tion of Admiral Bradford, and experiments 
will be under way at an early day. 

At each point a tall mast will be erected 
for the purpose of receiving and transmit- 
ting signals, and small buildings will be 
erected for the installation of instru- 
ments, &c.

| PROSPECTS IN FRANCE. 


Consul Haynes Reports from Rouen that 
This Country Will Eventually Sup- 
ply Most of the Deficiency. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—For the first 
| time in the history of the Port of Rouen, 
| France, a vessel direct from Philadelphia 
; unloaded a cargo of coal there two weeks 
! ago, says Consul Haynes in a report to the 


| State Department from Rouen on Novy. 28. 

| The reports deals with the prospects of 
American coal in France. In the southern 
part of that country, says Mr. Haynes, 
the importation of our coal has passed the 
experimental stage, and, notwithstanding 
the nearness of English, Belgian, and Ger- 

| man coal fields, the American product has 

| begun to filter into Northern France at 
different points. 

“If this infiltration is successfully be- 
gun with the employment of foreign ships,” 
continues the Consul, “it can be only a 
matter of time when the United States, 
with her own vessels, will supply most, if 
not all, the French deficiency.” 

An interesting portion of the report is 
devoted to the subject of labor in the 
French coal mines. <A general strike was 
threatened about Noy. 1, but work con- 
tinues with little interruption. The Consul 
Says that the miners’ principal demand is 
for the eight-hour day. Should they event- 
ually win on this point, as they have 
on others in the past, the yearly output of 
coal from France, in Mr. Haynes's opinion, 
would be diminished 7,000,000 or 8,000,000 
tons. 

He says that one of the greatest objec- 
tions urged against American coal in 
France is its friability. But he quotes a 
French proprietor of a large steamship line 
between Bordeaux and New York to the 
effect that he considers American 
equal to, if not better than, the best Car- 
diff. The Consul adds that there is no 
doubt that most of the objections to

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THE THEATRES LAST NIGHT 


Kyrle Bellew Appears in “A Gen- 
tleman of France.” 


Annie O'Neill Returns to the Stage in 
“ Sweet and Twenty ” at the Mad- 
ison Square Theatre. 


Gaston de Marsac had committed whole- 
sale slaughter; one villain, pierced by the 
keen blade of ‘A Gentleman of France,” 
had tumbled headlong down a flight of 
stairs, a second had pitched head foremost 
from a high balcony, and about the stage 
no less than six others, who had sought to 
prevent the brave gentleman from rescu- 
ing the beautiful Mile. De La Vire, writhed 
in the agony of death, 

The lady, indeed, had herself assisted in 
the carnage; by a well-directed blgw with 
a piece of timber, wrenched from a broken 
doorway, the last of the pack was made to 
bite the dust. 

And the gallery at Wallack’s Theatre last 
night shrieked and whistled with delight. 
That, perhaps, tells the story of the night 
quite as well as any lengthy dissertation. 

Kyrle Bellew’s reappeardnce before a 
New York audience was accomplished with 
all the usual concomitants of demonstra- 
tive appreciation. 

His first entrance was marked by ap- 
plause so prolonged that the action of the 
play was retarded, while he stood in a tri- 
umphant attitude near the centre of the 
Stage. At the end of each climax—there 
were seven scenes, and as'many noisy sit- 


uations to bring the curtains down—he was 
applauded to the echo. 

And yet—it may grieve some over-zealous 
persons to know it—there was not the 
sentent excuse for most of the demonstra- 
ion. 

If Mr. Bellew has ever appeared to worse 
advantage than he did last night—then he 
must simply be a worse actor than he ap- 
peared to be last night. He ranted, he 
strutted, and at all times he posed. No 
maiter how simple the action, it was not 
accomplished without a flourish of arms. 

Occasionally, as in some of the love pas- 
Sages strewn throughout the play, Mr. Bel- 
lew forgot himself for a moment at a 
time and his voice, not strong but musical, 
— in the soft cadences of good read- 
ng. 

It is true the character is one of romance, 
and this hero of mediaeval France must 
not disporit himself as would a gallant in 
a modern drawing room, 

But it is equally true that he is a hu- 
man being—and a well-rounded one at that 
—albeit the blood in his veins courses 
quickly and his hand is ever ready to fly to 
his hilt in defense of his King, his honor, 
or a lady. Pardieu! What has such an one 
do with posing and pausing while live- 


ier things invite? 

Harriet Ford, in the dramatization of 
Stanley Weyman’s novel, has followed the 
main current of the story more closely 
than is usual in these efforts at translat- 
ing books to the stage. 

The action develops with fair rapidity 
after the third scene, up to which point it 
is doubtful if the auditor who has not 
previously read the romance could make 
out just what it was all about. 

From that on, however, the plot becomes 
clearer, there is plenty of sword play, and 
enough of that teeming action to keep ur 
a degree of interest in that large part of 
every audience that has no care if the 
unities are forgot and the verities out- 
raged 

What difference does it make. for in- 
stance, if the rose presented by the fair 
lady to this hero of Henry of Navarre's 
Court is an American Beauty plucked from 
a bouquet that bears the stamp of Broad- 
way? Does not the hero defeat his enemies, 
killing many and having the worst of them 
packed off to Brittany? And does he not 
in the end win her for whom he has fought? 

Eleanor Robson played Mile. de la Vire 
distinction. The part called for a 
considerable range of talent, and Miss Rob- 
son admirably presented its varied phases, 
John Blair as M. de Bruhl was quite out of 
his element. Frank E. Aiken and Charles 
Barron as Henry III. of France and Vi- 
comte de Turenne, respectively, contrib- 
uted good studies in character.

“SWEET AND TWENTY.” 


A Clever Company Produces an English 
Comedy with No Little Success at 
the Madison Square Theatre. 

A clean, pretty play, exceedingly well act- 
ed and tastefully mounted, such are the 
accounts which would appear on the credit 
side of the books of ‘‘ Sweet and Twenty,” 
and which should augur for Basil Hood's 
agreeable three-act comedy a successful run 
at the Madison Square Theatre, where it 
was produced last night for the first time 

in this country. 

On the debit side there are not many 
items for entry. The principal faults may 
be said to be a tendency to sentimentalism, 
a few faults in construction, and an occa- 
sional dragging of the action. 

The theme of the play—the love of two 
brothers for the same girl—is not exactly 
new. Schiller brought it to a tragic con- 
clusion in his most classic play ‘‘ The Bride 
of Messina; or, the Hostile Brothers,”’ and 
he again propounded it in one of his short 
stories. The author of the comedy of last 
night prevented the tragic ending of such 


a state of atfairs by endowing one of the 
brothers with a most unusual unselfishness 
and the other with a conscience so severe 
that it was hard to believe him capable of 
doing some of the things he did do. 

The first act introduces us into the home 
of a country parson in England. He has 
three sons, two of them just grown into 
manhood, the third a boy not yet in his 
teens. One of the young meén is an officer 
in the navy, the other is studying for the 
ministry. The sailor is home on a furlough, 
and immediately proceeds to fall in love 
with a young girl of the neighborhood 
whom he used to know when he was a boy. 

His older brother is already a victim to 
her charms, and therefore sees with alarm 
that the young sailor is fast succeeding in 
winning the affections of the girl. Every- 
body else sees it, too, with the exception of 
the sailor lad himself, and a big blockhead 
he must be not to see it. To be sure, he 
does try to tell her of his love, but he is 
interrupted, and when he discovers that his 
brother loves her he sacrifices himself and 
goes back to his duty without having 
spoken to her, and believing that she loves 
his brother. 

Several months elapse. The young girl 
plays hymns for those in peril at sea, and 
sings sailor songs with a breaking voice. 
Then the sailor comes back. He has been 
dismissed in disgrace from the service for 
drunkenness. The father wishes him to 
stay, but his charitable brother points out 
to him that it would be a humiliation for 
the prodigal sun to be thus received, and 
for his sake he declines to accept such a 
sacrifice, suggesting that the rodigal 
should leave at once to return only when 
he has earned the fatted calf. 

The prodigal accepts this advice and goes 
after taking leave from the girl whom his 
brother has in vain tried to keep out of 
sight. The prodigal goes to Australia, re- 
forms, and gets along splendidly. He writes 
to this effect to his brother. who. however, 
suppresses the letter, and instead tells the 
young girl that the prodigal has fallen so 
low that he wishes to be forgotten. An 
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old servant reads the letter and sends a 
dispatch to the brother in Australia tell- 
ing him to come home. Just before he 
returns she tells what she did and why 
she did it to the young woman and the 
elder brother, whose suit has just been re- 
jected. The former prodigal wins the girl, 
and, conscience stricken, the brother wants 
to commit suicide, but is prevailed upon 
not to do so by the young girl, who for- 
gives him. 

Strong situations there are, more than 
enough to sustain the interest in this plot. 
But between them there are moments when 
the action slackens too much, when the in- 
terest is permitted to drop to an extent 
which at times makes it necessary for the 
next strong scene to be played almost to 
the climax before this relaxation is recov- 
ered. This fault could be remedied by some 
cutting, especially in the second act, which 
should bring the performance to an end a 
half hour earlier. Last night the last cur- 
tain did not go down uxtil nearly 11:30, 
This would seem too long for a comedy. 

The comedy scenes are of varying qual- 
ity. Some of them are forced. So, for in- 
stance, the introduction of an alligator, 
brought back from Jamaica by the prodigal 
son, for no other purpose than to * make 
comedy in the second act. There is an 
overdose of puns, some of them made pos- 
sible only by calling on the property man, 
and there are property jokes very much of 
the kind that the German comedies of 
twenty years ago used to abound in. 

The cast was excellent. Annie O'Neill as 
the much-beloved young girl and H. B. 
Stanford as her sailor lover carried off the 
honors. A close second was Donald Galla- 
her in the part of a young boy. He was en- 
tirely natural, unlike most stage children. 
W. H. Thompson was excellent as the par- 
son, and Richard Bennett was successful 
in the very unsympathetic part of the older 
brother. Mr. and Mrs. Sidney Drew were 
capital as two servants in the parson’s 
household. Eleanor. Sanford and Harry 
Rose were clever in two character bits.

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“THE CHRISTIAN” REVIVED. 


Edward Morgan and Elsie Leslie Pre- 
sent Strong Work in Hall 
Caine’s Play. 

“The Christian,’’ Hall Caine’s stage ver- 
sion of the novel of which he is also the 
author, and which enjoyed much popularity 
two seasons ago when played at the Gar- 
den Theatre with Viola Allen as the star, 
was seen again in New York last night at 
the Academy of Music, where it began a 

five weeks’ engagement. 

The mention of this last-named theatre, in 
view of its recent policy of the revivals of 


former successes, infers that the play, with | 


the accommodation of the large stage, was 
given an elaborate production. The infer- 
ence is right. Every scene which would al- 
low a chance to elaborate in both scenic 
beauty and supernumerary augmentation 
was taken advantage of by the producers— 
Liebler & Co., but the play afforded but one 
real scene on which the exaggerated ef- 
forts of the management could consistent- 
ly be given scope. That was in the club- 
room of St. Mary Magdalene’s Church, next 
to the strongest dramatic situation of the 
play, when John Storm drives from out his 
church the men who have tried to accom- 
plish his ruin. This scene alone set the big 
audience of the Academy of Musie wild 
with excitement and caused the curtain tu 
rise repeatedly in response to the applause. 

The cast presented to interpret the play 
was in the main well selected. Edward 
Morgan, the first John Storm of the stage, 
and seen here as the character in the orig- 
inal production, needs no additional praise 
for his portrayal of this réle. He has not 
deteriorated any by the continual playing 
of the strong character of the misunder- 
stood priest. He was handsome, manly, 
and convincing, and it was upon his shoul- 
ders that the play toe a great extent rested. 

Elsie Leslie was the new Glory Quayle. 
To the difficult rdle she lent her youth, 
which in itself is sufficient to make 
‘““Glory’”’ natural and convincing. Hall 
Caine’s character of the youthful, unso- 
phisticated, volatile, ambitious girl is not 
an easy one to portray truthfully. 

The light and dark shades follow each 
other too quickly, and, though youth itself 
may in a great measure satisfy, it requires 
maturity, experience, and art to give the 
character—one of the most interesting of 
modern fiction—its true touches in all the 
kaleidoscopic changes. Miss Leslie, how- 
ever, Was exactly what the Academy audi- 
ence desired. She grasped to a certain ex- 
tent the serious side of Glory, and, in the 
greatest scene of the play, when John 
Storm, insane, fleeing from his persecutors, 
comes to her apartment to kill her and 
save her from ruin, she rose to even emo- 
tional heights which indicated much prom- 
ise for her future.

The comedy ends with the mating 
of Hilde to the friend of her former fiancé. 

Kathe Brandt, who was to play Hilde, 
was taken suddenly ill, and her place was 
filled by Hedwig Von Ostermann at short 
notice. She gave, however, an excellent 
performance. Otto Ottbert, as the exacting 
searcher for conjugal congeniality, played 
with his usual dash and was responsible 
for most of the laughter.

FRANCIS WILSON’S NEW PLAY. 


“Toreador” Produced for the First Time 
in America at the National The- 
atre in Washington. 

Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—Francis Wilson 
and his company in George Edwardes's 
“Toreador” scored a decided hit at the 
new National Theatre to-night. After the 
first of the two acts the curtain went up 
seven times, after which each member of 
the company was called before the curtain 

in turn. 

In the second act and the latter part of 
the first act every number was encored. In 
the second act Wilson has a topical song, 
‘“‘He Ought to Have a Tablet in the Hall of 
Fame,’’ which was encored a dozen times. 
In one verse of this, which praised Admiral 
Schley, he had to pause at e end of every 
line to allow the applause to subside. 

ueenie Vassar was his chief female asso- 
ciate, and was cordial 4 received, 

Next to Mr. Wilson himself, the greatest 


Spptmese went to Christie McDonald. After 
this Mr. Wilson was called upon for a 
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speech, and tried to get out of it, but was 
compelled to respond. The audience was a 
trifle slow in getting warmed up, and there 
was no enthusiasm at first. The first part 
of the first act dragged a little, and the 
audience did not seem to care for the 
choruses. The ice was broken by Joep 
Coyne as a placid and languid Briton. The 
audience seemed to take to Coyne immense- 
ly, as it did to Christie McDonald, as a 
bashful girl in boy's clothing. 

Mr. Wilson had not quite so much of the 
stage to himself as usual, but he did not 
suffer from this, and was as heartily 
laughed at and applauded, as he always is 
in Washington. William Broderick and 
Jennie Hawley, as a Spanish girl, were en- 
thusiastically received. 

The stage settings were handsome 
the costumes original and pleasing. 


RETURN OF MME. CALVE.

“Carmen” and Mme. Calvé have come to 
town again. They appeared last night at 
the Metropolitan Opera House, and were 
welcomed as if they constituted a new era 
in art. A large audience hailed them with 
cheers and clapping of hands. There was 
even some waving of handkerchiefs. It was 
a stirring time. Mme, Calvé and her edition 
of Carmen faded from the view of 
local opera lovers on April 25, 1900, when 
they were served up in an excerpt, the sec- 
ond act, as part of a hotch-potch perform- 
ance at the end of a season. The singer 
was smothered with roses and other blos- 
soms adapted to the occasion. This season 
Mme. Calvé returned to America in time to 
take part in the Southern and Western tour 
of Mr. Grau’s vocal caravan. In the West 
she learned of some things to her disad- 


vantage. 

In San Francisco, for instance, it was 
promptly discovered that Mme. Calvé’s 
Carmen was altogether too chaste. The real 
thing was the Carmen of Miss Zelie de Lus- 
san. This extraordinary discovery was fol- 
lowed by the collapse of Mme, Calvé. She 
caught a serious cold, which developed into 
acute bronchitis. She had to leave the 
company and go to Los Angeles to recup- 
erate. The “glorious climate of Califor- 
nia "’ failed to work a cure, and she depart- 
ed for Florida. That also failed, and Mme. 
Calvé hastened to Lakewood. Thence it 
was not far to New York, and in this fa- 
mous sanitarium for bronchial troubles 
Mme, Calvé recovered and was able to sing 
Carmen last night. 

The question naturally arises whetner 
anything has happened to this Carmen that 
San Francisco tound it ‘the fair, the 
chaste, the unexpressive.” If we are to be- 
lieve what our Western cousins discovered, 
our familiar Carmen is the cousin, if not 
the very sister, of Diana, panoplied in 
virtue and treading the arrowy path of 
rectitude. On the other hand the Carmen 
ot Miss de Lussan has always been riotous 
of blood, incontinent in thought and deed, 
and blazoned on the front of time in elo- 
quence of song and action. I[f this be true, 
then Miss de Lussan's Papagena and Anne 
Page and Nedda and even her Little But- 
tercup are trollops that would shame the 
eyes ot night and flush the cheeks of 
early morn, for each of them is a twin 
sister of her Carmen, sung with the same 
nuances, acted with the same smile and 
gesture, walked with the same walk sug- 
gestive of difficulty of balance on heels as 
high as ambition’s perilous vault. We 
poor anaemics of the effete East have 
never perceived the wonders of our Zelie, 
whom indeed we have loved, but decorous- 
ly, and in all seemliness of fancy. 

On the other hand, when Mme. Calvé first 
revealed her Carmen to us we gasped for 
breath and thought that the mysteries of 
Paphos had come to disclose themselves 
upon the operatic stage. Is all this fled, 
like ‘‘the baseless fabric of a vision’’? 
Has Carmen reformed? Shall there be no 
more cakes and ale and shall not ginger be 
hot in the mouth? These are truly vital 
questions, for if our Carmen have lost her 
savor, wherewith shall the opera season 
be spiced? Surely not with the Salammbo 
of Breval, nor yet with the Musetta of 
Fritzi Scheff. Mayhap we might have to 
seek surcease of sorrow in the fair Fritzi’s 
Carmen, which would no doubt be a succu- 
lent morsel,.but with a piping and creta- 
ceous treble, suggestive of the withering 
passion of a canary bird. But let us re- 
joice and be exceeding glad. Our Car- 
men has not reformed. Too chaste, indeed, 
for wicked San Francisco, she is bad 
enough for us, 

And last night she had an added aban- 
don, which atfected her heels. These be- 
came eloquent—eloquent of a coarseness 
which our Carmen, unruly as she was, did 
not have in the brazen days of old. Other- 
wise our Carmen has not changed. She has 
a new gown for her first act and a new fan, 
and she kisses her hands at the gallery. 
Our Carmen has her vagaries of demonstra- 
tion, sometimes wilder, sometimes more 
sober, but she is always the same Carmen, 
full of diablerie and as fascinating as the 
basilisk. And the voice? That, too, is the 
same, a strangely scintillant, penetrating 
voice, shot through with many colors, like 
a prism in the sunlight. Polish and finesse 
you shall vainly seek in the art of this 
Carmen, but there is a witchery that may 
not be denied. In short, while cold criticism 
can by analysis find a hundred faults in 
this tmpersonation, its potency cannot be 
concealed, and in the end it evades critical 
summary, 

The Don José of Mr. Alvarez is a simpler 
study. It is constructed on conventional 
lines, and it could not well be otherwise. 
The character is plain. Mr. Alvarez filled 
it last night with splendid warmth and 
passion. He sang better than he has at 
any previous time here, with variety, with 
expressiveness, and, at times, with puissant 
eloquence. In the third and fourth acts 
he was forcefully dramatic, and carried the 
audience with him to a high level of en- 
thusiasm. Such a performance as that of 
last night must add much to this tenor’s 
popularity here. 

Miss Fritzi Scheff was an acceptable 
Micaela. Her voice is, indeed, small but 
she sang the music in tune and with taste. 
Mr. Scotti was an admirable Escamillo, and 
sang the Toreador song so as to really 
merit the applause always bestowed on 
this number. Dancairo and Remendado 
were in the hands of Messrs. Gilibert and 
Albert Reiss, who were both excellent, so 
that the comic quintet of Act IT. went with 
delightful spirit. Messrs. Declery and Bars, 
Miss Bauermeistr and Mme. Van Cauteran 
filled the other minor réles. Mr. Flon con- 
ducted. The audience packed the house, 
and applauded the performance warmly. 


D’ANNUNZIO’S TRAGEDY 
PROHIBITED BY CENSOR. 


Further Performances o1 “ Francesca da 
Rimini” at Rome Forbidden on 
Moral Grounds. 

ROME, Dec. 30.—The production of 
Gabriele D’Annunzio’s tragedy, ‘*‘ Frances- 
ca da Rimini,’’ has been prohibited on 
grounds of mcrality. 


Gabriele d’Annunzio’s five-act tragedy,, 

‘** Francesca da Rimini,’’ was produced at 
the Teatro Costanzi, Rome, on Dec. 9. The 
event had been eagerly awaited by the lit- 
erary and artistic world of Rome, and the 
house was crowded; The reception accord- 
ed to the play was of a mixed character, 
Some scenes were applauded, but the gen- 
eral opinion of the critics was that the 
porduction, if not a failure, was far from 
being the great success that had been an- 
icipated. 
The leading roles were taken_by Signora 
Eleanora Duse and Signor Salvini, and 
there was little but praise for their work. 
The play was superbly staged, under the 
personal supervision ot d'Annunzio. 

A recent dispatch from Rome stated that 
“ Francesca da Rimini’’ would be produced 
in this country next year, with Duse and 
Salvini in the principal characters.

He has a life 
insurance policy, which has been assigned 
to the tquitable Life Assurance Society 
for a loan of $750, and clothing, $150, which 
is exempt. 

The largest creditor is Henry Dazian, the 
costumer, $6,484, for merchandise pur- 
chased in June, 1897. He owes Della Fox 
Levy, the actress, $2,500 for salary in 1896. 
Among the creditors whom he owes for 
borrowed money are Frank W. Sanger, 
$1,500, in 1893; Jules Kahn, $3,000; John B. 
Schoeffel of Boston, $500, in 1897; Charles 
Ford of Ford’s Theatre, Baltimore, $300, in 
1897, and E. H. Roth, $1,700. 

Mr. Roth was Della Fox’s manager, and 
is a brother-in-law of the actress His 
last venture was ‘' The Little Host,” staged 
at the Herald Square Theatre. 


THEATRE SITE TRANSFERRED. 


The Lyceum Plot on Fourth Avenue 
Brings $180,000. 

The ground on which the Lyceum Thea- 
tre stands, on the west side of Fourth 
Avenue, between Twenty-third and Twen- 
ty-fourth Streets, was transferred yester- 
day by Richard Mortimer and others to 
William E. Hebberd for a consideration of 
$180,000. 

The Lyceum Theatre is a leasehold prop- 
erty. Brent Good, the lessee of the land 
and the owner of the building, said last 
evening that this transfer had no signifi- 
cance so far as the theatre itself is con- 
cerned. ‘‘My lease of the ground from 
the Mortimer estate was made in 1884,” 
said Mr. Good, “ for a term of twenty-one 
years, with privileges of two renewals.”’ 

Neither of the parties to yesterday’s 
transfer could be reached «st evening. It 
is not unlikely that the real buyers of the 
property will prove to be the i.etropolitan 
Life Insurance Company, which corpora- 
tion bought the adjoining Academy of De- 
sign corner and which owns the greater 
part of the block bounded by Madison and 
Fourth 4wnues.

THE WEATHER. 
LOCAL FORECAST—Fair; variable-west} winds, 


The widespread disturbance of Saturday and 
Sunday has moved slowly northeastward and is 
now over Newfoundland. Unlike previous storms 
of the current month, it has not been closely fol- 
lowed by an area of high pressure and coldest 
weather.

GERMANY AND THE UNITED STATES. 
The publication in THE TiMEsS on Sun- 
day of a foolish and unwarrantable dis- 
patch concerning the _ possibility of 
trouble between the United States and 
Germany over the attempt of the Ger- 
mans to collect with warships money 
owing by called 
forth the following comment from our 
neighbor The New York Journal: 


On the first page of THE NEW YorK 
TIMES yesterday appeared a Washington 
dispatch headed: * Possibility of a War 
with the German Empire.'’ The alleged pos- 
sibility rested on the disturbances in Ven- 
ezuela. It was asserted that our Govern- 
ment had the chances of a clash with Ger- 
many constantly in mind and was prepar- 
ing for it. 

Sensational journalism may’ be either 

ood or bad. It appears to us that this is 

istinctly sensational journalism of the bad 
kind. The statement that we are contem- 
plating the possibility of a war with Ger- 
many can be productive of nothing but 
mischief. Of course, it is well to make all 
European Powers understand that none of 
them can acquire territory in America with- 
out fighting the United States. A thorough 
understanding of this general principle 
must promote peace. But there is no ex- 
cuse for singling out Germany, as if the 
Monroe doctrine were invented expressly 
for her. 


These observations are judicious and 
sensible. The censure which they con- 
vey is fully deserved by THE Times. It 
is not the policy or the practice of THE 
TIMES to give place to baseless and mis- 
chievous reports, to which category the 
Washington dispatch in question clearly 
belongs. The conductors of THE TIMES 
endeavor faithfully to use due diligence 
to exclude false news and noxious trash 
from its columns. By one of those acci- 
dents or oversights which sometimes baf- 
fle the intentions of finite men, this 
Washington dispatch about Germany got 
into the columns of THE Times. For the 
harm it has done we feel more regret 
than we can express. As our neighbor 
The Evening Post justly says, “It is not 
creditable to a respectable newspaper 
that it should publish a dispatch from 
Washington, as THE Times did yester- 
day, representing that there is danger of 
war between Germany and the United 
States over the complications in Vene- 
zuela. There is an utter lack of evidence 
to support such a sensation.’”’ THe TIMES 
does not willingly intent do 
things not creditable to it or likely to im- 
pair its reputation or d.minish the con- 
fidence of its readers in the correctness 
of its news and the conservatism of its 
principles. 

We accordingly declare that it is with- 
in the knowledge of this newspaper that 
the relations between Germany and the 
United States are wholly amicable and

that the belief in their continuance is 
based upon reasons of unusual validity. 
‘She procedures of Germany in her prep- 
arations to compel Venezuela to keep 
faith expose her neither to reproach nor 
to suspicion on our part. They have not 
been taken in disregard of precedent or 
of the accepted principles of interna- 
tional law. Not only has she done noth- 
ing in contravention of the Monroe doc- 
trine, but it may be said that her cour- 
teous and friendly communications to our 
Government advance that doctrine one 
step further toward universal acceptance 
as a part of the unquestioned law of na- 
tions. We have no reason to regard Ger- 
many save as a good friend; and THE 
TIMES wishes to make its disclaimer of 
the unfortunate Washington dispatch to 
which we have referred as broad and un- 
yeserved as language can make it. 


RUSSIA AT NIU-CHWANG. 

It seems that, in the pursuance of her 
policy in Manchuria, Russia has found it 
necessary to control”’ of the 
cables and telegraphs at Niu-Chwang. 
The policy in question has been repeat- 
edly d_fined by Russia as the occupation 
of Manchuria “ provisionally and for the 
purpose of pacification only.” Nobody 
believes in the qualification. Russia, un- 
officially and through her press, makes 
no pretense of believing in it herself. 
The Russian journals speak of the an- 
nexation of Manchuria as an accom- 
plished and permanent fact. The pre- 
tense of provisionality is “for exporta- 
tion oniy.” 

Of course, that is one of the difficulties 
of dealing with Russia, that the only ob- 
ject of her diplomatic. assurances is to 
gain some temporary advantage. Neither 
is she in the least ashamed, either of 
being perfidious or of being caught at 
perfidies. Ultimately, also of course, 
that policy will be to her disadvantage, 
as when it may become important to her 
to be believed and she can find no Chan- 
celiery so innocent as to believe her. 

At any rate, nobody believes her as- 
surances about Manchuria. It is not 
surprising, however disgusting it may 
be, to learn that “ provisionally and for 
the purpose of pacification only” she 
has ‘“‘ secured control,’ probably by tak- 
ing physical possession, of the cables 
and telegraphs at Niu-Chwang. That is 
news of special importance to American 
merchants doing business with the Port 
of Niu-Chwang. It was a very growing 
and promising business before Russia 
took possession, and Niu-Chwang was 
the principal American port of import 
in all China. Then Russia arrived and 
began killing off our customers by the 
thousand and putting all manner of 
other obstacles in the way of our trade,

until she has reduced it to comparative- 
ly small dimensions. But the announce- 
ment that the telegraphs and cables of 
the port have been seized by Russia, and 


are thenceforth to be subjected to the 


enlightened censorship of that power, 


will still deepen the disgust with which 
American merchants in the China trade 
have contemplated the previous proceed- 


ings. 

li is noteworthy that this piece of news 
reaches us at the same time with an- 
other piece of news to the effect that a 


great public meeting of the Japanese 
National Party in Tokio has unanimous- 


ly passed resolutions declaring that the 
continued occupation of Manchuria by 
Russia ‘“‘ was incompatible with the re- 
establishment of tranquillity in the 
Orient.”” That is a very safe statement, 
and one which it behooves Russia to 
heed. England’s difficulty is no doubt 
Russia’s opportunity. But in case Japan 
should intervene to restrict the Russian 
acquisitions in Eastern Asia Russia 
would find herself alone. The sympathy 
both of England and the United States 
would be heartily with her enemy. It 
is highly unlikely that Germany, it is 
not at all certain even that France, 
would again lend herself as a cat’s-paw 
to pull the Russian chestnuts out of the 
fire, as both did, to the discredit of 
their judgment and the abandonment of 
their real interests, when they intervened 
to prevent Japan from reaping, for her- 
self and for all mankind, the fruits of 
her victory over China. 


MR. CANTOR’S APPOINTMENTS. 

It is evidently the intention of the re- 
visers of the charter greatly to increase 
the powers, and consequently the respon- 
sibilities, of the Presidents of the bor- 
oughs. And this not only at the expense of 
the Mayor and of the general Municipal 
Government, but also at the expense of 
those subordinates whom they are au- 
thorized to appoint. 
nates they may appoint and dismiss at 
pleasure. The object of this provision 
evidently is to prevent the President of 
the borough from taking refuge behind 
his subordinates in case things go wrong 
in any department. He cannot justly 
transfer the blame for any such things 
to a man whom he has appointed and 
whom he may remove. The ‘ Commis- 
sioners ”’ and Superintendents are, in the 
contemplation of the charter, 
gans and instruments of the Borough 
President, to assist him in doing what re- 
mains his work, for which he is entitled 
to the praise if it is well done, for which 
he cannot escape or transfer the blame if 
it is ill done.

THE ASPHALT TRUST COLLAPSE. 


The surrender of the National Asphalt 
Company and the Asphalt Company of 
America to receivers is an instructive 
and impressive incident in the history of 
industrial consolidations. The merger 
of these companies was organized on 
lines inviting failure, because its sole 
object was to create a monopoly and 
subject Municipal Governments to the 
disadvantage of the extinction of com- 
petition in bids for street pavements. 
Obviously, the purpose Was to exact for 
work done by the constituent companies 


a ht 
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a higher price than could be had in open 
competition. Against any such collusive 
action among companies engaged in the 
asphalt paving industry the honestly ad- 


ministered City Governments closed their 


doors with emphasis. New companies, 


independent of the trust, came into ex- 
istence and brought to it all the ex- 
perience needed for suecessful work. 


This competition, keener and more de- 
structive of profits for the companies 


staggering under the burdens of exag- 
gerated and largely fictitious capitaliza- 
tion than they had maintained with one 
another, deprived the trust of a great 
deal of business which had been counted 
on as certain in cities in which new 
hitherto had little or 
operate successfully. 
were also incurred in 
prosecuting the unsuccessful litigation 
for the control of the extensive and 
valuable asphalt lakes of Venezuela, and 
if reports are correct, in efforts to carry 
the companies after they

The underlying idea of the Asphalt Trust 
has never been quite understood, and is 
no more intelligible now than when it 
was formed.

on the expectation and the promise of an 
extravagantly profitable monopoly. Such 
expectations are impossible of realiza- 
tion and such promises are sure to be 
broken. Of the wisdom of the scheme of 
finance adopted by its promoters there is 
room for but one opinion. There would 
appear to be no other security under- 
lying the enormous bond issue than the 
stock of the constituent companies, and 
there was not business enough “in 
sight’ in the United States to yield the 
net profits demanded to meet the fixed 
charges with which the Asphalt Com- 
pany of America had voluntarily saddled 
itself. 

The collapse of this great bubble gives 
added proof—if added proof is needed— 
that the conditions precedent to success 
in industrial consolidation are that it 
must not only have a _ well-considered 
plan and wise management, but its ob- 
jective point must be the cheapening of 
production. On any other basis the trust 
is foredoomed to failure. So far as can 
be judged, the promoters of the Asphalt 
Trust either had no plan or it was one 
wholly impracticable. Their manage- 
ment was not wise, and the object in 
view was to exact higher prices for their 
work through the creation of an obnox- 
ious monopoly. The heavy losses re- 
sulting are to be regretted, but the lesson 
is a salutary one, and perhaps is worth 
what it will cost. 


THE LAST OF MAYOR VAN WYCK. 
The end of Mayor RoBERT A. VAN 
Wrck’s term of office is an occasion for 
public thankfulness. But one more day 
of him remains. Of course no Mayor of 
any city ever stepped down in such large 
disrepute, universal and well de- 
served. A Mayor who had wallowed in 
personal corruptions, stealing all the 
public funds he could lay his hands on, 
would be despised as a vulgar thief, but 
his fault would be recognized as ordi- 
nary and familiar. Mayor VAN Wyck 
has not wrongfully laid his own hands 
on the public funds, though his very 
large investment in the shares of the 
Ice Trust, a corporation for whose finan- 
cial benefit the powers of the City Gov- 
ernment were misused, has put upon his 
reputation an indelible smirch. 

The thing about him is that with good 
education and reputation, and after a 
creditable career upon the bench, forth- 
with upon taking office he delivered over 
the whole power of the City Government 
into the hands of about the most con- 
scienceless gang of knaves that ever dis- 
graced the human family. He consorted 
with them, was of them and among 
them, surrounded by them, insomuch 
that he was inaccessible to the influence 
or the appeals of decent men. He has 
faithfully obeyed them with a hardihood 
of compliance that cannot be considered 
as an attribute of mere weakness, but 
must be ascribed to the affirmative 
promptings of a nature closely in sympa- 
thy with the vicious and the vile. He 
has not merely defied decent public opin- 
ion, he has flouted it joyfully, appearing 
to derive deep satisfaction of soul from 
acts of shameless effrontery that stunned 
men by their impudence and amazed 
them by the frank exhibition of detesta- 
ble motives. 

No, there never was such a Mayor, and 
it is to the last degree unlikely that an- 
other will soon be found willing to pay 
so high a price for the privilege of mak- 
ing his exit in deep disgrace into lasting 
oblivion. What an opportunity this man 
had! He was Mayor of a magnificent 
city, stirring with impulses of growth 
that even under the blight of his admin- 
istration have visibly advanced it to new 
greatness. Even a mere crawling worm 
of a man with the pride of a sheep and 
the mind of a Hottentot should have 
been stirred with the noble ambition to 
take some credit to himself for the things 
that have carried the city forward dur- 
ing the last four years. VAN Wyck has 
been content to obstruct and defile, to 
snarl and scoff at the suggestions of the 
intelligent and upright while executing 
with careful fidelity the behests of scoun- 
drels. No recorded word that he has 
ever spoken to living man has shown 


so 
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that he felt the least faint emotion of 
shame over the unspeakable traffic in 
young womanhood which has been car- 
ried on in his administration for the ben- 


efit of his friends and under conditions 


that he has officially created, Drevery 


is to him the best Police Chief we have 
ever had. The proved connivance with 
crime that has blackened the whole Po- 


lice Department has not caused him to 
raise an eyelid or a finger. The exploita- 
tion of the city by Tammany as its pri- 
vate gold mine has not only evoked from 
him no remonstrance, but has been pur- 
sued with his diligent co-operation.

MANUFACTURING IN THE SOUTH. 

Senator McLaurin of South Carolina

Steelmaking at Ensley, Ala., is an in- 
teresting feature of Southern industrial 
development, but it is not probable that 
it will be undertaken in the near future 
outside the Birmingham district, and 
whether more plants will be built there 
is still a matter of conjecture. Two or 
more are projected. The new rail mill of 
the Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad 
Company will add considerably to the 
consumption of Southern iron, and this 
will be supplemented by a number of 
local industries depending upon iron as 
their material. Within a few years the 
idea of manufacturing has taken a firm 
hold upon the Southern people, and 
money seeking investment is powerfully 
attracted to foundries and small indus- 
trial ventures. As the rule, cotton man- 
ufacturing plants have been preferred 
to any other, but a tendency to diversi- 
fication is now noticeable. Generally 
speaking, Southern manufacturing is 
profitable. We are strongly of the opin- 
ion, however, that the best interests of 
the South will be found in the develop- 
ment of its agricultural resources, and 
that if these are neglected for manufact- 
uring or hampered by lack of capital 
because manufacturing investments are 
more attractive, Southern development 
will be less rapid and satisfactory than 
its natural advantages invite. A cotton 
crop of 20,000,000 bales would enrich the 
South very quickly, and bring in its train 
as much development in other directions 
as the most optimistic prophet would 


venture to predict.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—lIf we were going to describe a news- 
paper the chances are that we should not 
call it, as Dr. ParkHuRstT did in his ser- 
mon on Sunday, “a typographical hodge- 
podge of events,” but the definition is good 
enough in its way, and such dislike for it 
as we may have shall not prevent us from 
expressing the most cordial and thorough 
agreement with the doctor's statement that 
‘a typographical hodge-podge of events”’ 
—meaning a newspaper, remember—“ is not 
history."" That we number among the 
unquestionable truths. If occasion had 
arisen we should have said it ourselves, and 
we might have gone even further in the 
same direction and declared that a typo- 
graphical hodge-podge of events—still 
meaning, a newspaper—is not a rolling mill, 


or a giraffe, or a Board of Aldermen, or a 
Piece of lemon pie, or a ranche stocked 
with 6,739 steers, or a collar button, or 
Aelia Laelia Crispis, or—but there; one 
cannot go on forever telling the things to 


which newspapers have no more resem- 
blance than they have to history. For 


inevitably folks would want to know, sooner 


or later, what on earth we were driving at, 
and whom we suspected of asserting the 
existence of the likenesses we denied. 


Verily, verily, a newspaper is not history, 
but what of it? Are we to gather from Dr. 
PARKHURST's remarks that he thinks news- 
papers ought to be history, that they ate 
guilty of something or other in not being 
history, and that they will receive his ap- 
proval only when they become history? 
It is difficult to make any other deductions 
from his sermon, and yet to make those 
would almost force us to the conclusion 
that the good doctor doesn’t know as much 
about journalism as he does about some 
other things—the excise question, for ex- 
ample. That newspapers have their faults 
we have heard many people Say, and are 
not quite prepared on our own authority to 
deny, but that they are not history is not 
a fault—it is only a fact, and a fact the 
importance of which we are at an utter loss 
to imagine. 


——One of our New Orleans dispatches 
told the other day how Mr. MARVIN 
HuGuHirt, Jr., Freight Traffic Manager of 
the Chicago and Northwestern Railway, 
and another Chicago man went on a chart- 
ered steamer to Little Lake as the guests 
of Mr. J. M. CumMINGs, Treasurer of the 
Louisiana Cypress Company, and that the 
three, in a week's time, killed between 
1,500 and 1,600 ducks and geese, thereby 
breaking all records for that region. We 
now find the dispatch copied in the paper 
Shooting and Fishing, and followed by this 
vigorous and interesting sentence of com- 
ment: “If there is no law that will punish 
such wholesale slaughter, the persons com- 
mitting such acts should forever be ostra- 
cized from the ranks of sportsmen.” Why 
“if’'? What has the existence or the non- 
existence of a law forbidding ‘‘ such whole- 
sale slaughter ’’ to do with the moral and 
economic wickedness of it, or with the 
view which sportsmen should take of 
“hunting "’ like that described? We are 
far from being converts to the theories and 
doctrines of that new school whose mem- 
bers give fine imitations of horror at the 
thought of getting pleasure out of the pur- 
suit and mortal undoing of beasts. birds, 
or fishes, but we have progressed far 
enough from savagery to regard as brutal, 
if not sinful, hunting or fishing that is 
mere butchery without the butcher's ex- 
cuses. The habits of animals are not such 
as to inspire the tenderest of consideration 
for their feelings. In dealing with each 
other they recognize no rights except those 
founded on strength, and even without 
man’s help their lives end with a 
tragedy, but there are few of them that 
kill merely for the sake of killing, and 
those few are hardly models for humanity. 
It is hard to draw the line between legiti- 
mate hunting and the legitimate joys there- 
of and slaughter which is obnoxious to com- 
mon sense and decency, but there is a line, 
and those who pass it too far are not hard 
to characterize. 


—At almost every meeting of the Cen- 
tral Federated Union the representatives 
of “labor ’’ who form that body treat each 
other in a way little likely to enhance 
their reputation with the general public or 
to remove the somewhat widespread im- 
pression that the honesty and disinterested- 
ness of the labor leaders are very far from 
above suspicion. Hardly once do they as- 
semble without indulging in an interchange 
of the gravest charges. It is quite a mat- 
ter of habit with the delegates openly to 
accuse each other of being in the pay of 
corporations or individual employers, and 
with trying to sell a real or imaginary in- 
fluence over this or that trade for what 
they can get, regardless of consequences to 
the workers, This was done repeatedly at 
last Sunday’s meeting, and the scenes of 
confusion that followed were lamentably 
familiar. Nothing has ever been said by 
angry capltalists that was more severe 
than were the accusations which the dele- 
gates made against each other, and of the 
delegates it cannot be sald as of the cap- 
italists that they speak out of pre- 
judice or from lack of personal knowledge 
of the men accused. The worst feature of 
this situation is that it is a continuing one. 
Nothing seems to happen to the delegates 
charged with treachery, and nothing to 
those who make the charges. One side or 
the other certainly ought to be punished 
and excluded from the labor councils. 
Economic and social problems will never be 
settled until labor has representatives 
whom labor itself both can and will trust.

subsidies. The statement is that $200,000,- 
000 of American money is paid annually 
to foreign shipowners, chiefly British, in 
payment of freight charges. ‘‘ Of course 
this,’ declares The Shipping World, “is 
misleading nonsense,’’ an assertion which 
it proves, or tries to prove, as follows: 
‘From 85 to 90 per cent. (much more, in- 
deed,) of the freight earnings are paid out 
—in cost of navigation, of provisions, coal, 
repairs, general depreciation, administra- 
tion, insurance, and other expenses; about 
one-half of these payments are made in 
American ports, and go into American 
pockets: not even all the profits go to for- 
eign owners, for in a large number of im- 
portant instances, some of the owners, as 
managers and shareholders, reside in Amer- 
ica, and are often American citizens, Sen- 
ator HANNA is a shipowner, and knows.” 
There is obviously something in this argu- 
ment—enough, certainly, to mitigate in 
some degree Senator HANNA’s wonder how 
anybody can expect even the United States 
to go on paying $200,000,000 a year to the 
foreign shipowners. The Shipping World 
doesn’t figure up just what we do pay, and 
perhaps the Senator will content himself 
with saying that even half the sum he men- 
tioned is quite a drain on a nation’s re- 
sources.

THE MALADY OF EXCESSIVE LEG- 
ISLATION. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Who was it that originated the term “ the 
majesty of the law’’? Whoever he was, he 
must have lived in the primitive days of 
legislation—somewhere in that dim and dis- 
tant period when those who made the laws 
had some sense of responsibility, some 
scnse of the eternal fitness of things, and, 
perchance, the saving quality of humor. 
But let the author of the phrase rise from 
his grave, visit any State capital of the 
country, and be disillusionized. 

In the old days of primitive simplicity 
our State Representatives gave far more 
time to legislation, but they didn’t accom- 
plish half so much. As testimonies to mon- 
umental inaptitude, the work of present- 
day legislators transcends that of the ear- 
lier in bulk as it does in crass silliness. 

Half of the venality which popular esti- 
mation attributes to our lawmakers arises 
from the multiplicity of laws. There is an 
impossibility of comprehending one-tenth 
of the measures introduced, and moral 
supineness exists as a condition of intel- 
lectual inertia or positive physical weari- 
ness. 

Think what happens in the closing hours 
of a session! Then the Pandora’s box is 
opened, and the little imps of pet measures, 
private and public bills, bills in the inter- 
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ests of corporations, and bills designed to 
rob them, bills in the interests of widows 
and orphans and down-trodden employes, 
and bills designed to rob them, are let loose 
for the tortured brain. Half of these meas- 
ures—yes, a much larger percentage—get 
through not merely without any considera- 
tion, but without the majority of the legis- 
lators comprehending what they are all 


about. If any legislator should be doubtful 
and make inquiry, he is soothed by the 
whispered word which is passed around, 
it’s all right; it’s Jim’s bill.” And 
everybody settles down and it goes 
through without further question. 

Is there anything under the sun that is 
sacred from the hands of your legislator? 
Oh, for a law against lawmaking! For there 
is legislation against wearing hats, against 
playing football, laws on the right to travel, 
on the right to dance, laws which regulate 
the selling of things, laws to tax every con- 
ceivable thing in every conceivable way, 
laws taxing the same thing twice or 
oftener, and all sorts of attempts to regu- 
late the natural laws, as, for instance, the 
so-called usury laws, though frequently the 
same session that fixes the interest rate 
at 5 or 6 per cent. will argue that savings 
banks should pay a higher rate of interest! 
The Tennessee Legislature passed a law 
making it a misdemeanor to flirt with 
school girls! A measure to tax beards was 
introduced in the interests of barbers in 
one of @ur Western States! Merely to indi- 
cate the number and character of such 
legislation would make a book. 

The malady of excessive legislation which 
afflicts our statesmen is the explanation 
of the dead laws upon the statute books, 
those which have always remained inef- 
fectual and could never have been made 
effective. For laws do not, as our legislat- 
ors seem to imagine, execute themselves; 
they must be executed. 

Just as the character of laws measure 
civilization, its wisdom and soberness, its 
excessive triviality, or its infinite stupidity, 
so does their multiplicity indicate the un- 
fixedness of the popular mind, its lack of 
balance, its vicious meddling, and the ab- 
sence of the sense of proportion or_recogni- 
tion of fundamental principles. Excessive 
legislation is the natural fecundity of a low 
organism, but the making of laws is, with 
us, even more—it is the great National 
superstition.

PERILS OF UNHITCHED HORSES.

In to-day’s Times I read an account of 
the usual accident which is of almost daily 
occurrence, and to which no one seems to 
object. I refer to the running away of 
horses left standing untied and unguarded 
by their drivers, and who, startled by 
anything unusual, dash down the thorough- 
fares of our city, often killing and wound- 
ing people and overturning other carriages 
in their wild career. The peculiarity of 
this peril is that it is one provided against 
by the laws of the City of New York, which 
expressly forbid a driver leaving his horse 
alone untied, 

Will THe Times please inquire into the 
number of accidents due to this cause, the 
number of brave policemen who have im- 
periled their lives in their efforts to pre- 
vent the mischief by their de- 
linquent brother officers, whose business 
it is to see that such violations of the law 
do not take place? I never drive down any 
crowded avenue that I do not momentarily 
expect to see—as I have seen—a delivery 
wagon drawn by a frantic horse_ bolting 
full speed among the closely crowded car- 
riages, and, having luckily escaped damage 
myself, to see a foolish driver running down 
the sidewalk, blocks behind, looking for 
his vanished steed. 

A bad accident was 
from the running away of the horses at- 
tached to a livery victoria standing in a 
side street, whose coachman had left them 
alone. They turned into Fifth Avenue and 
ran into two cabs, upsetting one of them 
and throwing the two occupants out. I 
remember, also, the killing of two elderly 
ladies in Sixth Avenue, (1 think,) who were 
knocked down while crossing the street. 
If you will investigate you will see that the 
greater humber of accidents arising from 
runaways are those resulting from horses 
left standing alone, contrary to the city 
ordinance. is it too much to hope that our 
new police officials will direct their sub- 
ordinates to enforce it in future? wv. ©.

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MOSAIC FOR ALL ANGELS’. 


Chancel Decorations Designed by Miss 
Violet Oakley for the Church on 


West End Avenue. . 


All Angels’, on West End Avenue af 


Eighty-first Street, boasts of an unusual 
ground plan, having two sets of transepts 
which give the interior the shape of the 
cross calied the cross of Lorraine. It is 
built diagonally on the corner so as to get 
as much depth as possible, and there is a 
semicircular apse at the southeastern end 
of the nave which is now adorned with 
mosaics and paintings designed by Miss 
Violet Oakley and executed by the Church 
Glass and Decorating Company. These 
decorations light up the white marble apse, 


and their effect as one enters the church 
is such as to add much to the interest of 
the interior, which already had a_ large 
stained glass window by the Tiffany Glass 
Company in one of the Northern transepts 
and some mosaics by J. & R. Lamb at the 
altar. They focus the attention on the ale 
tar with their strong rich colors and fige 
ures much larger than life. 

The new decorations consist of a reredog 
in mosaic representing the Ascension and 
two large mural paintings on canvas ap- 
plied to the walls of the apse to right and 
left, representing the choir of the heavenly 
hosts. In the mosaic Christ is seen full 
face, rising among clouds with angels 
about, his arms stretched out on a level 
with the shoulders, which are brilliantly 
lighted from a centre of radiance overhead, 
The two Maries and the apostles the 
lower plane lift their heads and arms, 
The mosaic is framed by an advanced coné 
struction of iron, gilded to look like gold, 
forming an openwork canopy above the al- 
tar, a construction which would look more 
in place perhaps if it were in delicate white 
marble tracery, but serves an end by shut- 
ting the immediate scene of the Ascension 
away from the wall painting on each side. 
The glimpse of landscape and sky below 
the feet of Christ is treated in fine tones 
of rose and blue; the robes of the Maries 
and Apostles are kept low in tone, in order 
that the opalescent colors in the volumi- 
nous draperies of the Christ shall have due 
effect. The old mosaic on the altar front, 
being treated in archaic style in very un« 
aggressive colors, takes its place very well 
and does not interfere with the coloring of 
the new decorations of the apse, suggest- 
ing. in fact, an old tapestry altar front both 
by its color quality and the very much 
smaller scale of its two figures and Pales- 
tinian landscape. 

The figures in the reredos are somewhat 
smaller than those in the wall paintings, 
as if to suggest a greater distance. The 
choir of the heavenly host, or rather the 
several choirs, resolve themselves into 
ranks of angels with tall spears, on the low- 
est plane, their heads nearly in profile 
against halos, together with two kneeling 
seraphim on the same level, and above @ 
number of figures. each with halo ang 
wings; among which two, one on each side, 
are prominent; the angel on the right in a 
white robe carrying a lily, the angel on 
the left, an archangel in full armor, with 
shield, spear, and sword. In the close up- 
per ranks to right and left are angels with 
musical instruments, trumpets, harps, and 
viols. These figures vary a good deal in 
size, and owing to the circular form of the 
apse many of the faces in the upper ranks 
to right and left are foreshortened. The 
spears of the angels in the lowest rank 
give upright lines which aid the composi- 
tion almost as much as the straight lines 
of falling robes, breaking the curves 
formed by the tops of wings and halos 

In the wings of the kneeling seraphim 
and certain of the upper angels Miss Oak- 
ley has employed dull reds and blues with 
good effect. Close to the reredos are two 
fan-shaped banners of peacock plumes 
which have been boldly introduced for their 
rich effects of color, notwithstanding the 
disfavor in which the peacock was held in 
the Middle Ages, owing to its association 
with heathen gods. 

This is the most important work Miss 
Oakley has attempted, and does her great 
credit, for the difficulties of so large and 
complicated a composition, with color add- 
ed, are easily imagined. She has steered 
very cleverly between realism and too 
much conventionalism, giving her work thé 
stamp of individuality without suggesting 
portraiture in any of the faces. The lines 
int> which the figures fall show that sho 
feels the necessity of large masses suitable 
to decoration on a big scale which is to tell 
from a distance. All Angels’ was the crene 
tion of the late Rev. Frederick Hoffman; 
the present rector, Dr. S. De Laneev 
Townsend, is to be congratulated upon this 
signal improvement in the decoration of his 
church.

The Trustees of the Broadway Tabernacl@ 
have purchased, as the site for their new 
church edifice, the plot at the northeast 
corner of Broadway and Fifty-sixth Street, 
fronting 80 feet on Broadway and 171.5 feet 
on the street. The sellers are the Central 
Realty Bond and Trust Company and the 
price paid for the new Tabernacle site is 
reported at $450,000.

The present Tabernacle property, it wilf 
be remembered, was sold recently to Ed@# 
ward F. Searles, for $1,300,000. Just how 
much will be spent upon the new churekt 
has not been determined, but in any even 
it seems likely that there will be a goods 
sized fund remaining out of the proceeds of 
the sale of the Broadway and Thirty-fourth 
Street corner.

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AMBASSADOR CAMBON 
BACK FROM FRANCE 


~ He Discusses International Affairs 
in General. 


Says Americans in Their Own Interest 
Should Seriously Consider the Pan- 
ama Canal Offer—Hopes 
for Reciprocity. 


M. Jules Cambon, the French Ambassa- 
dor, was a passenger on the steamship La 
“Champagne of the Compagnie Générale 
Transatiantique line, which arrived yester- 
@ay. Accompanying him was Jean Aygue- 
Parse, the new Secretary of the French 
Embassy, who will be third in rank: They 
were received when the vessel docked by 
Lieut. de Faramond de Lafayolle, Naval 
(Attaché of the French Embassy; Emil 
Gourd, President of the French Chamber 
of Commerce; Edmond Bruewaert, French 
Consul General here, and Paul Chartrell, 
the French painter. The Ambassador went 
to the Holland House, and received calls 
from Baron Maurice de Gotellerie, and 
Lazare Weiller, who is studying American 
industrial methods for 
ernment. 

“Don’t make me say too much, and re- 
member that members of the Washington 
Corps Diplomatique cannot be too dis- 
creet,’’ said the Ambassador last night. 
"Yes, as you see, I am in excellent health, 
and my voyage was not too distressing. I 
g0 to Washington to-morrow, so that I 
.phali pass New Year’s in the National capi- 
tal. 

-. “Of course I can only talk as M. Cam- 
bon. I may perhaps say that I come back 
with no official business of supreme im- 
portance to transact. There is nothing in 
my papers that will arouse intense interest. 
ae France? Prosperous and flourishing, 
“with a full treasury. The business outlook 
good. Nothing to cause anxiety. I only 
/ know the bare details of the plan to sell 
the Panama Canal to the United States. If 


Americans only knew their interests fully | 


they would consider this question seriously. 


The offer is for 200,000,000f., not a large | 


sum considering the hundreds of millions 


swallowed up in the attempt to make a 
French canal. Sven this comparatively 
small sum will do much to alleviate the 
distress of those who ventured their money 
in the scheme. As the canal stands it is 
regarded as valuable property yet in 
France. 

Me Venezuela, Germany, and the United 
States? I can only refer to that subject 
briefly. I can see no cause for anxiety in 
this question. If there is a cloud because 
of the issues betwecn Germany and Vene- 
Zuela it will in my personal opinion be dis- 
Sipated. 

* The sentiment in France in regard to 
the South African war is, I imagine, what 
you may find in this country. There is an 
underlying and general sympathy for the 
Boers. I cannot forecast when the trouble 
will end and have no idea whether its ter- 
mination will be soon or otherwise. Will 
England come out of it weakened and with 
lost prestige? I do not believe that she wil! 

Ah, reciprocity! Well, I sincerely hope 
that the sitting Congress will pass a sat{s- 
factory measure in this regard. Before I 
left Washington I drafted a treaty on the | 
lines laid down by President McKinley in 
his famous speech at Buffalo the day be- 
fore he was assassinated. 1 am‘much inter- 
ested in the subject. Such a treaty with 
France would make for our mutual advan- 
tage. It would be a very wise step. 

“IT am delighted with the ending of the 
differences between Argentina and Chile. 
King Edward will make a good and fair 
arbiter. It is so satisfactory to see such a 
.pactfic course adopted. It is worthy of the 
century. Arbitration should deal with all 
international disputes. We diplomats can- 
not do too much to further such methods, 
and the course taken by Argentina and 
Chile pays homage to what was accom- 
plished at The Hague convention. I am 
greatly pleased. 

“No one can regret more than I do the 
perplexities which befell Senator Depew in 
getting married at Nice. But all is well 
that ends well. I am sure that he bears no 
grudge against the French law in its rela- 
tion to matrimony. We are very strict in 
such matters, and wisely so, in my opinion. 
Senator Depew can console himself with 
the conviction that he is well and properly 
married. I am proud of the safeguards that | 
our law throws about the home and hearth. 
For we have, despite all that has been said, 
delightful homes in France, and much of 
our beautiful domesticity is due to the rigor 
of the marriage law.

FEW CAUSES FOR TRIAL 
BY COURT OF APPEALS. 


The New Calendar Is the Smallest Is- 
sued in the Past Sixteen Years— 


Stated Sessions Announced. 
Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Dec. 30.—The new calendar of | 
the Court of Appeals is the smallest of any 
made up in sixteen years. The calendar of 
1885 contained 338 causes, that made up 
for 1902 has 389 causes. Twice in the past 
decade and a half the work of the court 
has accumulated to such an extent that 
relief has had to be given it. First, this 
Was in the form of the Second Division of 
the Court of Appeals, composed of seven 
Supreme Court Justices, who sat in regular 
sessions from Jan. 1, 1889, to June, 1892. 
When the Second Division was organized 
600 cases were assigned to it from the regu- 
lar calendar, the court proper hearing the 
remainder of the cases on its exceptionally 
large calendar. The second relief came 
last January, in the form of assigning tem- 
porarily Supreme Court Justices to the 
Court of Appeals bench, they to sit alter- 
mately with the regularly elected Judges, 
‘and the Chief Judge being relieved from all 
work save presiding. 

When the Second Division was created 
the Court of Appeals was worrying through 
its calendar made in June, 1888. This con- 
tained 1,250 causes at the time of its birth, 
but before it was finished contained 1,390 
humbers, the additional 140 being appeals 
from orders, which may be added at any 
time. 

The big calendar of October, 1888, was 
followed by another good-sized one in Oc- 
tober, 1889. This contained 820 cases at 
the start, and grew to 995. In January, 
1891, another new calendar was made up. 
This contained 912 cases originally, and 921 
two years later, when a new calendar was 
ordered. This new calendar consisted of 

numbers when issued, in October, 1893, 
but grew to 916 cases. Two years later, in 
January, 1895, another large calendar was 
prepared. This consisted of 909 causes, and 
extended to 1,221. 

It will be seen that after the dissolution 
of the Second Division, despite the fact 
that appeals were lessened in a large way 
by limiting appeals in negligence cases, the 
eases carried to the court of last resort 
continued to multiply, and in January, 189/. 
when a new calendar was made up, there 
were 1,038 cases to start with. The appeals 
from orders swelled the number to 1,423. 
Two years later, in April, 1899, the calendar 
then made up had cases to begin with,

In the present calendar a new departure is 
announced, that of stated sessions. Here- 
tofore the sessions and adjournments have 
‘been at the pleasure of the court as the 

progressed.

Young Republican Whom Democrats 
Elected in Fishkill Landing Fails 
to File Required Bond.

FISHKILL LANDING, N. Y., Dec. 30.— 
The announcement this afternoon that 
Garry Brinckerhoff was ineligible for the 
office of Road Commissioner, to which he 
was elected last November, came as a great 
surprise to the young man’s friends. He 
himself attributes the condition of affairs 
which exist in this case to carelessness. 
Through failure to file his bond within the 
prescribed time, he will forfeit his office. 
In a red-hot local campaign he defeated 
Lewis Chase, the Republican incumbent of 
the office. Brinckerhoff had been promised 
the Republican nomination. But at the 
last moment he was turned down, and 
Chase made the race. The Democrats, 
scenting discord, took up Brinckerhoff, and 
he made a whirlwind campaign of the Je- 
rome sort, receiving valuable assistance 
from Daniel Burnham of New York, broth- 

er-in-law of D. Leroy Dresser. 
Burnham declared that his young friend 


should win in spite of his rebuke at the 
hands of party managers, and spent money 
freely to make good the resolution. The 
law states explicitly that the successful 
candidate for Road Commissioner shall file 
his bond for $10,000 within ten days of 
his notification of election. This Brinck- 
erhoff failed to do. He did not attempt to 
file it until to-day, when he called on 
Town Clerk Conklin with the document. 

A provision is made, in case the_can- 
didate does not qualify, that the Town 
Board shall fill the office. It is possible 
that the Republican body will name Chase, 
who was beaten at the election. 

Brinckerhoff,is a well-known reinsman in 
New York StNte trotting circles. If there 
is any possible way to overcome the tech- 
nicalities, Burnham says he will make the

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 30.—Reports from 
all parts of Eastern Pennsylvania to-night 
show that the rivers and creeks, which be- 
came greatly swollen as a result of Satur- 
day night and Sunday’s continuous rain, are 
steadily falling. There is one exception, 
however, the lower part of the Susque- 
hanna River being reported to be still ris- 
ing and close to the danger mark. 

Although considerable damage has been 
done, the losses will not be great, most of 
the flooded areas being low lands along 
the Upper Schuylkill, Lehigh, and Susque- 
hanna Rivers. In the anthracite coal dis- 
trict a few of the mines were flooded, caus- 
ing a suspension of work for the day. 
Along the lower Susquehanna there is ap- 
prehension that damage will result from 
ice gorges. The water is said to be rising 
six inches an hour in that vicinity. 

The Schuylkill River in this city rose 
eighteen feet above normal, which rise has 
been exceeded only once in_ thirty-two 
years, Manayunk, one of the mill districts, 
situated along the Schuylkill in the north- 
western part of the ys suffered most 
from the flood. Every mili along the river 
was forced to suspend operations, throwing 
out of work for the day about 3,000 per- 
sons. The river drives through Fairmount 
Park, and several sections of the railroad 
tracks on both banks between the Park 
and the mouth of the Schuylkill were un- 
der water for a short time during the day. 

The severe rainstorm of the past day and 
two nights has created a December record 
which has never been approached in the 
history of the local Weather Bureau. 
From 7 o'clock Saturday evening up to 8 
o'clock this morning 3.26 inches of rain had 
fallen. It is unusual for a heavy and con- 
tinuous downpour, such as Philadelphia ex- 
peepnee’ yesterday, to come in December.

DR. ALLANRO READ DEAD. 


American Dentist Had Lived Over For- 
ty Years in Copenhagen—Patron- 
ized by Many Royalties. 
COPENHAGEN, Dec. 30.—Royal honors 
will be paid to the body of Dr. Allanro 
Read, the American dentist, who had re- 
sided here since 1560, and who died last 

night. 

Dr. Read was a native of Pennsylvania, 
and occupied much the same position here 
as did the late Dr. Thomas W. Evans of 
Philadelphia in Paris. He was patronized 
by the royal family of Denmark, the royal 
family of Sweden, the Dowager Empress 
of Russia, and Queen Alexandra, and en- 
joyed the friendship of members of various 
royal families, diplomats, and other nota- 
bilities. He declined to accept a title and 
other honors and retained his American 
citizenship. 

Wreaths from the Danish royal family 
will be deposited on Dr. Read's coffin on 
the day of the funeral. 


DEATH OF MRS. EDLA MUIR. 


Daughter of Senator McPherson Was 
Here to Contest Mother’s Will. 


Mrs. Edla Coleman Muir, daughter of the 
late Senator John R. McPherson of New 
Jersey, and wife of Dr. Joseph Muir, 
United States Consul at Stockholm, Swe- 
den, died at the Hotel Manhattan on Sun- 


day night of pneumonia, after a brief ill- 
ness. 

Arrangements for the

Muir at once returned to America and 
began a contest against the probate of 
her mother’s will, which only gave her a 
life interest in the estate, valued at about 
$750,000. 

It is reported that Mrs. Muir some time 
ago, against the advice of her counsel, 
made overtures for a settlement of the 
will contest and that terms had practically 
been agreed upon. But Mrs. Muir, it is 
said, neglected to sign the papers.

Catherine Lucretia Dodge. 

Catherine Lucretia Dodge, widow of John 
Crowninshield Dodge, died in Boston Sat- 
urday, aged eighty-four years. She was the 
daughter of Col. John Holmes Prentiss of 
Cooperstown, N. Y., by his first wife, Cath- 
erine Cox Morris, daughter of Gen. Jacob 
Morris, aide to Gen. Charles Lee in the 
revolutionary war. Mrs. Dodge's great- 
grandfather on her maternal side was Gen.

Congress and a signer of the Declaration of 
Independénce, and a Brigadier in the Conti- 
nental Army.

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NEW YORK’S BIG MILK SUPPLY. 


Annual Agricultural! | Report Shows 560,- 
000,000 Quarts Consumed in 
One Year. 

‘ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 30.—The Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture in his annual report 
to the Legislature states that compara- 
tively little oleomargarine was sold within 
the State during the past year and that in 
all probability nearly all that was exposed 
for sale was detected by the men working 
in his department. A majority of these 
eases detected were in the City of New 
York. 

In speaking of the milk laws the report 
announces that 4,160 violations of the law 
were detected during the year. The amount 
of milk received in New York City during 
the year 1901 was fourteen million forty- 
quart cans. 

The Commissioner reports the amount of 
sugar beets raised in this State during the 
year for manufacture into sugar in the ag- 
gregate was about 47,000 tons, and that 
from this will be manufactured about nine 
million pounds of sugar. 

About 400 head of cattle have been tested 
with tuberculin for tuberculosis and 380 
horses have been tested with mullein for 
glanders. 

Relative to the extermination of the San 
José scale, the report says that 439 certifi- 

cates were issued to nurserymen on inspec- 
tion of 7,156 acres of nursery and 274 acres 
of vineyards, and that the number of fruit 
trees inspected was 32,162,604, as against 

25,655,308 for the year 1900.

*‘Doctor” Julius Ward of 275 Central 
Park West, who claims to heal by somo- 
topathy and osteopathy, was arrested yes- 
terday morning, at the instance of Mrs, 
Marian Schmidt, an employe of the New 
York County Medical Society, who charged 
him with practicing medicine without a 
license. He was held in $100 bail for trial 
in the Court of Special Sessions. Ward is 
the man who recently sued Mrs. Theodore 
Sutro for services rendered, but who lost 
his case in the Yorkville Municipal Civil 
Court last week.

BASKET BALL TROUBLES. 


| Newark “ Big Five” | e Wants to Know 
Why It Was Suspended by 


the A. A. U. 


Members of the “ Big Five"’ basket ball 
team of Newark are considerably per- 
turbed over their suspension by. the Basket 
Ball Committee of the Amateur Athletic 
Union last week. This team, which con- 
tends that it is the strongest team in New- 
ark, was one of the eleven teams suspended 
last Friday. 

The Newark players are somewhat indig- 
nant that they were not notified of the 
charges against them and given at least a 
chance to defend themselves. The mem- 
bers say that the only reason that might 
have led to this action was the recent pub- 
lic announcement that the “ Big Five" 
would turn professional and play in Ma- 
chinery Hall.

COTTON,.—Cotton off decidedly yesterday, and 
at no time displayed recuperative energy of ac- 
count. The market opened easy at a decline of 
2@4 points, and was weak throughout the fore- 
noon under active selling for both accounts, led 
by liquidation of January holdings. The chief 
factors of depression were weak cables and tre- 
mendous receipts, the latter overtopping the 
fondest hope of the bear contingent.

THE COAL STOCKS STRONG. 


They Advanced Sharply Under the 
Lead of Reading Common, Which 
Rose 4 Points on Heavy Dealings. 


The feature of yesterday's stock market 
was the buoyancy and activity of the coal 
stocks, under the lead of Reading common, 
which on transactions involving 225,000 half 
shares—112,500 full shares—jumped up four 
points, to the highest price on record. But 
as a matter of fact new record prices were 
made all along the line—in Jersey Central, 
in Lackawanna, in Erie first and second 
preferred, and in Reading first and second 
preferred. 

It was essentially ‘‘ coal stock day” on 
the Exchange, with of course the Reading 
issues carrying off the honors. The buying 
of these was on an enormous scale—larger, 
in fact, than has been seen since the Mc- 
Kinley boom, not a few blocks of 4,000 and 
5,000 shares coming out as single transac- 
tions. There was no specific news to ex- 

lain the buying, but of rumors and con- 
ectures there were many. One report had 
it that the Pennsylvania system was buying 
for control. This was officially denied. An- 
other story had it that Vanderbilt interests 
were the purchasers. This could not be 
confirmed. Still another report was to the 
effect that the buying was by Mr. Morgan 
and the First National Rank interests in 
anticipation of the expiration of the voting 
trust and also of the retirement of the sec- 
ond preferred stock a year hence. And 
lastly, there was the gossip that the whole 
movement was purely speculative, and in 
charge of a leading professional operator. 
This last. it may be said, is regarded as 
most improbable. The weight of opinion is 
that the purchases are for the Morgan and 
First National Bank interests, 

After an advance of four points,. Reading 
common, at a reaction of one point, closed 
for a net gain of 3, while the first preferred 
scored a net gain of 5¢ and the second pre- 
ferred of 1%.

Mr. Keene got the credit for selling not 
a little of copper stock yesterday, as well 
as a fair line of Sugar, and St. Paul; but 
beyond the temporary closing of the Ana- 
conda mine it could not be learned that 
there was any unfavorable news developed 
or developing in respect to copper. A re- 
port that the price of raw copper had been 
cut to 12 cents a pound by the United Metals 
Selling Company was denied at the offices 
of that company, and it was pointed out 
that in London the price of the metal was 
up. 

One result of the trade war now being 
waged appeared yesterday when announce- 
ment was made that the Calumet and 
Hecla Company had reduced its dividend, 
declaring $10 as compared with $15 three 
months ago.

MISSOURI PACIFIC. 


The brokers in charge of the operations 
of the Gould-Rockefeller pool in Missouri 
Pacific worked a ‘‘scoop” in that stock 
yesterday which caused not a little heart 
burnings to holders of the security who 
had put stops on their purchases. After 


bidding the stock up to 107% on large tran- 
sactions, the pool brokers suddenly with- 
drew their support, with the result that 
in less than five minutes the stock broke 
sharply nearly three points to 104%, with 
a rally immediately to 105%. 

Close market observers say the ‘‘ scoop” 
was effected with a view to acquiring a 
cheap line of stock in anticipation of the 
dividend of 21% per cent., inasmuch as the 
stock will sell “ex” the dividend on Fri- 
day next. 


ST. PAUL UNDER PRESSURE. 


Early in the day there was a “tip” out 
to buy St. Paul, said to come from “ Stand- 
ard Oil sources.'’’ Wherever it came from, 
it was followed by a number of the more 
venturesome traders and speculators, who 
later were apparently rather surprised to 


see the stock decline a full point on what 
is understood to have been selling by Mr. 
Keene and some of his friends. 

During the day the November statement 
of earnings was put out, showing an in- 
crease in gross of $389,130, and in net of 
68,000. 

The old denial of the old story of prob- 
able rights on the stock was again pre4 
sented during the day by the Wall Street 
news bulletins.

UNION PACIFIC. 

Union Pacific was conspicuously weak 
all day yesterday, failing to rally when 
the general market rallied, and continuing 
weak when weakness developed elsewhere. 


There was no news to explain the heavi- 
ness, but room traders and others sold the 
stock, professing disappointment that in 
the annual report more light was not 
thrown on the Northern Pacific purchases, 


SOME GENERAL STOCKS. 

Inside and IXeene selling was reported in 
Sugar Trust stock yesterday, which de- 
clined over two points from the high fig- 
ure. Just at present the Street is flooded 
with all sorts of encouraging news in re- 
spect to the stock and the trade; though 
barely forty-eight hours before the report 
was that the trade was never in so demor- 


alized a condition. As a result the specu- 
lative element is all at sea as to what to 
expect of the stock. 

he sharp decline in Hocking Valley pre- 
ferred, which broke at one time over two 
points between sales, was due to the report 
that a suit was to be instituted in the Ohio 
courts seeking to bring about a forfeiture 
of the company’s rights under the anti-trust 
law. This was afterward denied, whereupon 
the stock rallied. 

Gould brokers were the largest buyers of 
Western Union, the purchases apparently 
having to do with the taik that Congres- 
sional action may be taken looking to the 
acquirement cf the telegraph systems by 
the Government. 

Pressed Steel Car stocks were again act- 
ive and strong on buying credited to inter- 
ests identified with the company. The ad- 
mission to the Directorate of a Director of 
the Steel Trust is taken in the Street to in- 
dicate the closer relations between the com- 
pany and the trust. 


THE MONEY MARKET. 


The developments in the money market 
yesterday were watched with unusual in- 
terest In all parts of the Street, not only 
because of the effect which very high 
rates might have upon speculation, but 
also because of an early report that a 
“* squeeze "’ was to be worked. No squeeze, 
however, came about, but at one time the 
call rate touched 12 per cent. Most of

It is declared to be a fact that the deal- 
ing in money on the floor of the Exchange 
during the day was the largest ever known 
on the floor.

“There has been some talk of a bank 
being absorbed by this bank, but so far it 
is only in the problematical stage, and I 
can't give you the name of the bank.”’

The incorporation of the clause 
in the body of the policy now depends 
upon Superintendent Hendricks of the State 
Insurance Department, to whom, accord- 
ing to statutory requirement, the clause 
has been submitted for approval. The un- 
cerlying reason for such a clause is that 
underwriters want the assured to pay a 
premium upon insurance equal to at least 
SU per cent, of the value of the property.

Warner-Quinian Co.’s Manager Talks of 
the Futility of Attempting to 
Monopolize the Product. 


which is absorbed the Asphalt Company of 
America, the combination being known as 
the Asphalt Trust, is in a badly wrecked 
state, is indicated by the figures showing 
the condition of that corporation. These 
figures were set forth in the bill of com- 
plaint asking for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver on Saturday before Judge Kilpatrick 
of the United States Circuit Court in New- 


ark. 

The assets of the company, outside of 
what has been deposited as security for the 
issue of gold certificates by the Land Title 
and Trust Company, amount to about $166,- 


000. Of these assets only $19,000, in round 
numbers, is in cash. There are some $27,- 
000 in accounts receivable and $39,000 in 
bills receivable, the other assets being in 
stocks of other companies not deposited to 
secure the gold certificates. 

The liabilities now due or shortly to ma- 
ture amount to $1,431,248,22. By reason of 


agreements and certificates issued, the 
company is subject to future contingent lia- 
bilities of large amount. The company is 
also indebted to companies in which it is a 
stockholder in at least the sum of $550,000, 


and is owed by such corporations the sum 


of $140,000, leaving a balance due from the 
National Company of at least $410,000. 

This is only a very partial statement of 
the full financial condition of the company. 


The summary of the situation is contained 
in the fact that the fixed charges of the 


National Company amount to about $2,500,- | 
000 annually, this to meet the interest and | 
charges on the bonds ‘and certificaies. On 
the other hand, the Asphalt, Trust, accord- 
ing to its own acknowledgment, docs not 
expect that its earnings for 1901 will aggre- 
gate more than $1,400,000. 

The officers of the trust were not inclined 
to give any additional information them- 
selves yesterday concerning the situation. 
Gen. Francis Vinton Greene, President of 
the National Company, said he had nothing 
to add to the statement issued by him on 
Saturday. Gen. Avery D. Andrews, Presi- 
dent of the Barber Asphalt Paving Com- 
pany, the leading subsidiary company in 
the Asphalt Company of America, and also 
the General Counsel for the trust, said: 

‘The committees of the junior and sen- 
ior creditors and the New York Audit Com- 
pany are hard at work examining the af- 
fairs of the subsidiary companies. Until 
their report is made nothing can be done. 
In the meantime the constituent companies 
are continuing to conduct their business in- 
dependently, their contracts being in no 
wise affected by the recent proceed eee

That the National Asphalt Company, in

Gen, Andrews was asked what the receiv- 
ers would take charge of and what there 
would be for them to do. He replied: | 

“The National Asphalt Company and the 
Asphalt Company of America have no of-

The trust began to be in trouble as far 
back as last a. On April 1 the Na- 
tional Asphalt Company became bound to 
pay to the Land Title and Trust Company 
ef Philadelphia $745,768.86. On this date, 
according to the statement made to Judge 
Kilpatrick, the trust failed to pay any part 
of this sum, but since then has id $560,- 
000. This $560,000 was paid out of borrowed 
money, and not out of the earnings of the 
company, says this complaint. 

On Oct. 1 of this year, to pay interest, 
&ec., on the gold certificates outstanding, 
the trust should have paid to the Title 
Company a similar sum of $745,768.86. This 
sum was not and has not been paid. On 
Jan. 1 $300,000 to apply on a sinking fund 
to redeem the bonds would have been due. 
On April 1, 1902, the additional sum_ of 
$745,768.86 would become due, and upon Oct. 
1 another like sum. On July 1, 1902, there 
will become due $149,710.50. The bill of 
complaint after tting forth these facts 
proceeds as folléwe: 

The income of both the Asphalt Company of 
America and the National Asphalt Company de- 
pends exclusively upon the dividends of other 
corporations whose capital stock is owned either 
wholly or.in part by said asphalt companies, and 
for the year 1902 no dividends of such corpora- 
tions will be declared and payable until after 
Oct. 1, 1902. 

Further statement of the true character 
of the business done by the National As- 
phalt Company is afforded by the following 
statement: 

Complainants further show that the said Na- 
tional Asphalt Company is not engaged in trade 
or manufacture, but its business now is and since 
its incorporation has been almost exclusively the 
acquisition, ownership, and management of the 
shares of steck and other securities of corpora- 
tions engaged in the production, manufacture, 
and use of the commodities, articles, and things 
mentioned. 


A statement in almost the same words is 
made with reference to the Asphalt Com- 
pany of America. The $6,000,000 raised by 
the issue of bonds when the National As- 
phalt Company absorbed the Asphalt Com- 
pany of America, according to statements 
made to Judge Kilpatrick on Saturday, was 
devoted to the following purposes: $3,000,000 
as loans for working capital to the constit- 
uent companies; $1,000, to pay defieient 
interest shares, and $2,000,000 as security 
to the trust company to pay the interest on 
the $36,000,000 of bonds.

were certain inactive concerns, which the 
National Company made no effort to re- 
vive. These companies carried on their 
business independently, except that there 
Was no competition between them. 

The trust officials ascribe the wreck of 
their company to the ruinous competition 
of the last year, according to the statement 
issued by Gen. Greene. This competition 
was for the most part afforded by the 
Warner-Quinlan Company of Syracuse, of 
which Hugo Reid is the New York mana- 
ger. Mr. Reid was for a long time connect- 
ed with the Barber Company, but was dis- 
missed from its service because of a disa- 
greement as to what fee should be paid to 
an attorney for securing a large contract in 
the City of Mexico. Mr. Reid said yester- 
day to a NEw YorK TIMEs reporter: 

“This whole fight has been a war to the 
knife. The trust thought that it could mo- 
nopolize the asphalt business, but has found 
that that was impossible. Our sompany has 
secured contracts for more than_ 1,000,000 
square yards of asphalt during this year, 
and the actual and potential competition of 
our concern has cut very deeply into the 
profits of the trust. ‘ 

“The trust has been forced to spend some 
half a million dollars in fighting our claim 
in Venezuela, where we had ectusiiy pur- 
chased the property. The utter futility of 
the trust’s attempting to monopolize the 
product is seen tn the remarkable good 
fortune we had in Trinidad. Our company 
was formed after the trust was organized. 
We sought a source of supply, and found a 
pitch lake in Trinidad that no one_had be- 
fore considered very valuable. We_ pur- 
chased it from a Roman Catholic order in 
Trinidad. 

**We took 10,000 tons out of this lake in 
the Spring, and within a few weeks the lake 
was full of pitch again. This was very un- 
usual, and it made it possible to supply 
asphalt at a greatly reduced figure, thus 
cutting into the trust at every step. The 
trust has in certain places attempted to 
stifle our competition by making bids at 
ruinously low prices. In one case the trust 
bid about $1.75 when by no possibility could 
the work have been done profitably for less 
than $2.50 per square yard,” 


NEW SLEUTH’S LATEST EXPLOIT 


Undertook to Make the Crowd of Curb 
Brokers “ Move On,” with Dis- 


astrous Results. 


A new plain-clothes man had more expe- 
rience in the ways of the practical joker 
yesterday The new man, whose name is 
Nolan, was sent down to the financial dis- 
trict several weeks ago to help in the work 
of keeping the district clear of suspicious 
characters who have no offices, and as he 
turned out to be particularly green the 
crowd of curb brokers on Broad Street had 
fun with him. A week or so ago some one 
gave him a check on the ‘“‘Con’’ bank, and 
he went around trying to find the “Con” 
bank to have the check cashed. When he 


found out that he had been made the victim 
of a joke he became indignant. 

He has not been very conspicuous of late, 
but yesterday he was seen around the 
“curb” market, and some one told him 
that the brokers had no right there and 
that he ought to make them move on. None 
of the old-time officers was around just at 
that time, and, thinking that it was a 
chance to get even for the tricks that had 
been played on him, he started in to make 
the crowd of young brokers ‘‘ move on.” 
They had been told of the new policeman’s 
design, and when he came along to begin 
his work he met with a cheerful greeting 
and was taken info the crowd. Some one 
banged his hat over his eyes, some one 
pulled him here and some one pulled him 
there. When they got through with him 
he went for reinforcements, but had 
been seen up to the close of trading hours. 


MR. SCHURMAN WILL ACT. 
To be District ‘Attorney from Midnight 


Until Justice Jerome Is Sworn In. 

New York City will be without a District 
Attorney from 12 o'clock to-night until 
Mayor Seth Low appoints the successor to 
Justice Jerome. The new District Attorney 
will then take the oath of office. Mr. Phil- 
bin’s term of office ends at midnight, and 
Assistant District Attorney George W. 
Schurman will be the acting District At- 
until the succession of William 
In the Criminal Courts 
Building this is said to have never occurred 
before. As the courts will be adjourned 
over the holiday, Mr. Schurman does not 
feel that his duties will prove arduous.

COMPLAINT AGAINST FIREMEN. 


Louis Windmuller Says His Store Was 
Left Unguarded After a Fire and 
Thefts Committed. 


Serious depredations were committed in 
the place of business of Louis Windmiiller 
following a fire at 22 Reade Street, the 
building next door, on the afternoon of 
Sunday, Dec. 22, and for these he blames 
the firemen and insurance patrolmen, at 
least in part, for it was they, it is alleged, 
who broke open his place and left it in the 
condition in which it was found the next 
morning. 

Mr. Windmiiller has occupied the prem- 
ises for thirty-five years, and the place of 
his residence is well known and in the 
City Directory. He claims he should have 
been notified at once and his property pro- 
tected by the firemen and insurance pa- 
trol until he could take charge of it, in- 
stead of being left unguarded. 

When he went there Monday morning he 


found doors and windows open and the gas 
lighted, and a cursory examination of the 
stock disclosed the following articles, 
among others; to be missing: A bolt of 
heavy cloth, some half-dozen swords, and 
six dozen of the best wine, including 
** Mouton Rothschild,” ‘‘ Rayenthaler,”’ and 
** Liebfrauenmilch ’’—cheaper qualities be- 
ing only sampled. A very aggravating loss 
was that of a new overcoat, delivered for 
the holidays by Mr. Windmiiller’s tailor 
late on Saturday afternoon and carefully 
placed in a pasteboard box on Mr. Wind- 
miiller’s desk. Whether any more goods 
were taken cannot be told until account of 
stock now being taken is completed. Mr. 
Windmiiller has suppressed the fact of the 
robbery until yesterday at the request of 
the insurance people. 

“To leave the place at the mercy of 
marauders was an act of criminal careless- 
ness,’’ said Mr. Windmiiller yesterday, as 
he told the story.

BIG LINERS BUFFETED 
BY WIND AND WAYE 


Umbria and La Champagne Badly 
Bruised in Fierce Gales. ' 


One Sailor on the Cunarder Knocked 
Senseless by a Terrific Sea—Bright 
Detectives Meet La Champagne. 


The Cunarder Umbria from Liverpool, due 
Saturday, and the French liner La Cham- 
pagne, due Sunday from Havre, got in yes- 
terday after a hard tussle with wind and 
sea. Both of the vessels bore much out- 
ward evidence of the fury of the elements, 
especially the Umbria, which was consider- 
ably bruised owing to the heavy onslaught 
received from the terrific waves that she 


had to plow her way through on practi- 
cally every day of the passage. Consider- 
able absence of paint forward and on her 
funnels was about all the exterior signs 
the Champagne gave of her experience. 
Besides her 
also had her bridge much damaged by the 
high seas that swept over her continually 


during the voyage. One of her crew, a 
sailor named Thomas Laurie, a Scotchman, 
Was on the bridge last Thursday night, at 
the height of one of the heaviest of the 


gales encountered. It was just a little be- 
fore midnight when Laurie, who was stand- 


ing on the port side of the bridge, received 


the impact of a terrific sea. It was pitch 
dark, and the men on the bridge had no 
idea what was about to happen, when 
suddenly with a roar and a crash the wave 


broke over the bridge. The front rail was 
torn away and the men drenched from head 


to feet with the brine. It was all over ina 
minute, and then Mate Nelson, 
also on the bridge, looked around for his 


companions and found that Laurie was 
missing. Nelson thereupon rang for the 


boatswain and ordered a search instituted 
for the missing seaman. After a time the 
searchers, after feeling their way over the 
deck of the rocking liner, found the pros- 
trate form of Laurie lying on the deck near 
one of the stanchions. The sailor was un- 
conscious and badly cut about the head 
and bruised about the body, but not dan- 
gerously hurt. 

The arrival of the Umbria yesterday 
marked the last westward voyage of her 
purser, Thomas Fleeming. Mr. Fleeming is 
probably the oldest in point of service of 
any purser on the Atlantic, having been in 
the employ of the Cunard Line for upward 
of forty-seven years, During his long serv- 
ice with the Cunards he has traveled over 
2,760,000 miles on the Atlantic. When he 
entered the Cunard sé@rvice, in 1855, the line 
was operating sidewheelers between Liver- 
pool and Boston, the trip across requiring 
anywhere from nine to seventeen days. On 
his next arrival on the other side Purser 
t'leeming will be presented with a magnifi- 
cent loving cup by his associates on the 
Umbria. Though he is to be retired, the 
venerable purser said yesterday that he was 
well able if it were necessary to hold on for 
many years to come. 

On the Champagne there was in the cabin 
a young Franco-American who resides in 
Chicago. His name is Rene Vittu, and he 
had intended coming over on the Savoie, 
which arrived Saturday a week ago, Mr. 
Vittu has a brother in Chicago, Taurice 
Vittu, who, when he failed to come on the 
Savoie, got the notion in his head that he 
had made away with himself by jumping 
overboard from the Savoie on the way over. 
Finally in his distress over the non-appear- 
ance of his brother Maurice telegraphed 
to the New York police his fears and asked 
them to investigate the case. Detectives 
Quackenbos and Tancredi were accordingly 
assigned to the case.

Mr. Coler Will ‘Recommend His Succes- 
sor to Keep the Collector in a 
Subordinate Position.

Escaped from Hospital and Caused 
a Panic in Hoboken.

VETERANS’ HOME INSPECTED. 


State Institution for Soldiers and Sail- 
ors’ at Bath Is Overcrowded. 


BATH, N. Y., Dec. 30.—Health Officer 
George C. McNett of Bath made a thor- 
ough inspection of the New ‘York State 
Soldiers and Sailors’ Home here to-day at 
the request of State Health Commissioner 
Daniel Lewis. Complaints that veterans 
were compelled to sleep in the cellar and 
that hospital patients were placed there had 
been sent to Mr. Lewis. 

Dr. McNett sent his report to Albany to- 
night. It was learned that 153 men were 
sleeping in the cellars of the various bar- 


racks and that fifteen patients slept in 
the main cellar. The barracks’ cellars, 
which are occupied by veterans during the 
day as playhouses and smoking rooms, were 
found to lack proper ventilation. The nor- 
capacity of the home is between 1,500 
and 1,600, and now the membership is 
1,706 It is understood the incoming Legis- 
lature will be asked to appropriate money 
for a convalescent barracks, and also for 
additional barracks to accommodate the 
fast-growing population of the home.
